LONDON,  Feb.  28.— A  Petrograd  dispatch  to  the  Exchange 
Telegraph  Company  under  date  of  February  27  says  it  is  re- 
ported from  Luga  that  the  German  detachments  which  entered 
that  town  a  day  or  two  ago  are  leaving.  The  Russians,  rnoving 
-toineetthcm,  have  turned  toward  the  main  railway  and  occu- 
pied three  small  stations  within  twelve  miles  of  Pskov  Large 
Russian  detachments  are  concentrating  at  Pskov.  The  rail- 
way men  are  forming  partisan  detachments  along  the  line,

LONDON,    Feb.    28.    —   A    Russian 
wlrelesn  miiswge  under  da^^-^A^Ji^b- 
ruary  27  says:

Herr  gdieldeniiuui's  Warning. 
AMBTBRDAM.  Feb.  28.— In  Tues- 
day's debate  on  Chancellor  von  Hert- 
llng's  speech  In  the  German  Reich- 
stag, Philip  Scheidemann,  Socialist, 
took  tho  Emperor  to  task  for  his  re- 
ply to  the  address  of  the  Burgomas- 
ter of  Hamburg.  In  which  the  Em- 
peror said: 

'*We  desire  to  live  In  friendship 
with  neighboring  peoples,  but  victory 
for  the  German  arms  must  first  be 
reoognUed." 

"We  have  heard  recently."  said 
Herr  Scheidemann.  "of  the  speech  In 
which  It  was  said  the  world  must 
Mrst  rocognlse  us  as  victorious.  Not 
for  a  long  time  have  we  read  any- 
thing the 'tone  of  which  was  so  dis- 
pleasing and  the  contents  to  impolitic. 
Perhaps  It  la  to  the  point  to  recall 
that  all  the  parties.  Including  the 
Conservatives.  In  November.  1908. 
recommended  somewhat  more  reserve 
In  that  quarter.  In  times  when  there 
la  talk  of  peace,  words  from  an  au- 
thoritative source  should  be  very 
carefully  weighed.  A  great  part  of 
the  people  whom  we  represent  do  not 
■hare  the  views  uttered  In  that  speech, 
but  on  the  other  hand,  energetically 
repudiate  them." 

Herr  Scheidemann  declared  that 
attempts  to  conclude  a  peace  on  the 
west  such  aa  that  with  Russia  would 
prove  a  trial  of  strength  dangerous 
for  Germany.  The  world  would  go 
to  sleep  with  rifles  in  hand.  Bolshe- 
Tlkl  dreams  would  be  realised  and 
world  revolution  arrive.

■la  avoked  vexation  In  Austria-Hun- 
gary, 4  majority  of  whose  people  are 
quietly  or  openly  hostile  to  us."

TORONTO.  Feb.  28.— William  Jen- 
nings   Bryan    was*  refused    a    hearing 
when    he    appeared   at    Massey      Hall 
here  tonight  to  address  a  prohibition 
meeting    under    the   ausplcea   of     the 
Dominion  Alliance.     Returned  soldiers 
cauaed    the   disturbance   by     shouting 
varlouB   epithets.      "What  about     the 
Lusltanla?"    they   also   demanded      In 
chorus.      The    first    disturbance    came 
before  Mr.  Bryan's  entry,  when     the 
chairman     told     the     audience     they 
were  to  be  honored  by  listening     to 
the    fraternal    delegate    of    the    anti- 
saloon  league  of  America,  "one  of  the 
foremost  cltlsens  of  our  Ally." 
"^  The  chairman  refrained  from  men- 
tioning Mr.  Bryan's  name  an  long  as 
he    could,    but    when    It   came    out   at 
last.    It   wa^   greated    by   a   chorus   of 
cat-calls  and  cries  of  "We  don't  want 
him."     The  chairman  appealed  to  the 
audience.      It   was  not   a  good  thing 
for  the  city  they  were  doing,  he  said, 
and    "a   bad    thing   for   the   cause   we 
represent." 

Rowdyism  RampMit. 
Then  Mr.  Bryan  came  In,  and  pan- 
demonium broke  loose.  Most  of  the 
audience  stood  up,  waved  handker- 
chiefs and  cheered  him.  but  the  an- 
swering hoots  from  the  gallery  out- 
lasted the  cheers. 

For  nve  minutes  Mr.  Bryan  tried 
to  make  himself  heard,  but  It  was  no 
use.  The  Interruptions  continued  right 
on  and  the  Interrupters  sang  "Rule 
Britannia."  forcing  the  audience  to 
Join  In  that  and  "Ood  Save  the  King." 
The  Inquired  about  the  LuslUnla 
and  sang  "Over  There."  and  "We 
Won't  Go  Home  Till  Morning."  Men 
stood  up  and  shook  their  fist  at  the 
American  ex-Secretary  of  State.  Sol- 
diers showed  the  service  button  on

Enthusiastic  prohibitionists  who 
wished  to  hear  Mr.  Bryan  hurled 
across  the  hall  counter  calls  gf  "Put 
them  out."  and  "Where's  your  tulr 
play?"  The  chairman  was  heard  tW 
say  something  about  ejecting  ths  In- 
terrupters. He  was  greeted  with  cries 
of  "Who's  going  to  do  It?"  Mr.  Bryan 
took  his  seat. 

John  Roberta,  of  Montreal,  made  an 
attempt  to  speak,  but  was  told  to  "Get 
the  khaki  on."  Then  a  man  of  tha 
Army  Medical  Corpa  waa  hohited  on 
the   platform. 

"Boys,  they  are  Aghtlng  for  freedom 
at  the  front;  they  are  also  fighting  for 
freedom  of  thought.  Why  ahould  we 
Interrupt  tha  meeting?"  he  appealed 
to  the  gallery. 

The  appeal  was  In  vain.  "Ood  Sava 
tha  King"  was  sung  again,  and  the 
soldMra  in  the  gallery  shouted,  "Take 
Bryan  out.  and  we  will  walk  out. 
Wa'lt  let  any  man  apeak,  but  not     a 


After  the  band  had  played  another 
air.  Mr.  Bryan  made  a  brief  but  futile 
attempt  to  make  himself  heard.  Then 
he  took  a  chair  near  the  edge  of  the 
platform  and  talked  to  the  reporters, 
the  noise  never  ceasing  for  an  in- 
stant. 

"I  am  here  by  Invitation,"  said  Mr. 
Bryan.  "1  come  as  the  representative 
of  25.000,000  of  the  American  people 
who  hav*  landed  themselves  together 
In  various  organizations  for  the  pro- 
motion of  prohibition.  I  have  spoken 
In  one  hall  tonight  before  an  audience 
that  gave  me  not  only  respectful,  but 
enthusiastic,  attention. 

"I  find  that  less  than  five  per  cent 
— ^probably  less  than  two  per  cent— of 
this  audience  refuses  to  allow  the  reat 
of  the  audience  hear  me  speak.  Or- 
dinarily, those  who  Interrupt  a  meet- 
ing are  put  out  because  they  refuse 
an  overwhelming  majority  the  right  to 
heal*.  In  this  case  I  am  not  willing 
that  force  should  be  used  to  eject  the 
men  from  the  hall.  I  would  rather 
that  the  meeting  should   break   up. 

"My  patriotism  Is  satisfactory  to 
the  President  of  the  United  States.

There 
is  not  a  single  person  in  the  United 
States  who  can  say  that  one  drop  of 
blood  in  my  vlens  is  not  loyal  to  my 
country."

Mr.  Bryan  told  the  reporters  that 
his  daughter  was  married  to  a  Brit- 
ish Engineer  oflUcer;  that  one  of  his 
grandsons  was  a  British  subject  and 
that  another  was  In  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment at  Washington. 

"I  say  ihls,"  he  added,  "that  you 
may  know'  that  I  do  '  not  have  to 
apologise  to  anyone."

Mr.  Justice  Murpliy,  who  Is 
to  be  chairman  of  the  adjustment  com- 
mission, addressed  the  delegates  and 
told  them  that  the  principal  point  to 
be  investigated  would  be  whether  the 
Munitions  Board  had  actually  promised 
the  10  per  cent  bonus  that  Is  now  de- 
manded by  the  men.  He  also  declared 
that  the  commission  would  also  examine 
shipyard  conditions  right  down  the  lint 
in  an  endeavor  to  reach  and  fair  and 
comprehensive  finding.

There  are  a  good  many  strings  at- 
tached to  the  council's  action,  however. 
President  James  Dakers  and  other  dele- 
gates wished  It  to  be  understood  that 
the  strike  possibility  haa  not  been  elim- 
inated and  that  the  Couneil  ha.s  merely 
voted  in  favor  of  marking  titne  until 
something  more  definite  is  known  as  to 
the  workings  of  the  commission.  If  the 
council  la  dissatisfied  with  the**ray  the 
Inquiry  Is  carried  out.  It  naay  see  fit 
to  j^roceed  with  the  strike.  The  councU 
can  reverse  last  night's  decision  at  any 
future  meeting.  The  tJouncIl  has  not 
bound  itself  down  to  accept  the  com- 
mission's decision  either.  It  reservos 
the  right  to  call  a  strike  at  any  time 
and  at  the  shortest  notice. 

But  it  was  made  clear  that,  so  far  aa 
the  Metal  Trades  Council  is  concerned. 
It  is  willing  to  place  everything  before 
the  commission  and  In  this  function 
will  not  take  any  half -measures,  but 
will  go  the  whole  way  provided  the 
Munitions  Board  does  the  same.  The 
delegates  to  the  Council  declare  that 
they  will  do  thsir  utmost  to  prevent 
the  precipitation    of  a   strike.

By  Its  action  Wednesday  night  the 
Vancouver  Metal  Trades  Council  laid 
the  strike  renpon«lblllty  on  Victoria. 
The  Mainland  body  decided  to  defer  ac- 
tion, subject,  however,  to~lhe  Victoria 
council's  concurrence  in  such  decision. 
Mr.  D.  McCallum.  prealdent  of  the  B. 
C.  Federation  of  Labor,  and  Mr.  A. 
Watchman,  general  organiser  of  the 
Carpenters'  and  Shipwrights'  Union,  at- 
tended last  night's  meeting,  having 
come  over  from  Vancouver  with  Judge 
Murphy  to  do  so.  Mr.  Watchman  ad- 
dressed a  meeting  of  earpenters  at  St. 
John's  Hall  simultaneous  with  the  other 
gathering.  The  object  of  the  meeting 
was  to  lay  Anal  plans  for  the  strike. 
No  action  was  taken,  however,  when 
the  attitude  of  the  Metal  Trades  Coun- 
cil became  known. 

MaaltloBs  Board  rins 
The  stand  of  the  Imperial  Munitions 
Board  Is  unchanged.  It  still  main- 
tains that  an  increase  of  19  per  cent  all 
round  is  an^Jff^posslblUty.  although  It 
la  willing  to  grant  an  increase  for  labor 
from  tS.2S  to  $S.60,  None  of  the  other 
demands  of  the  men  will  be  acted  upon. 
The  shipyard  employers  thenwelves 
stand  firmly  behind  the  Munitions 
Board  In  this.  The  executive  of  the 
Metal  Trades  Association  met  in  Van- 
couver yesterday,  representatives  of  the 
Coughlan  and  Wallace  yards  being 
^present,  and  It  was  unanimously  agreed 
that  the  demandn  of  the  men  could  not 
be  granted  on  any  account.

CRITICAL  STATE 


Crisis  Was  Expected  Last 
Night— After  Hurried  Cab- 
inet Session,  Hon.  Dr.  Mc- 
Lean Leaves  for  Calgary. 


The  critical  condition  of  Premier 
Brewster  as  in(Slcated  in  messages 
which  reached  members  of  the  cab- 
inet yesterday  morning  telling  of  the 
relapse  which  the  Premier  suffered 
during  Wednesday  night,  was  the 
subject  of  discussion  Uc  a  meeting  of 
the  cabinet  yesterday  morning,  as  a 
result  of  which  Hon.  Ur.  MacLean. 
I'rovinclal  Secretary,  left  on  the  af- 
ternoon boat  for  Calgary,  it  being 
felt  that  as  a  medical  man  he  would 
be  able  to  be  of  assistance  to  those 
doctors  at  Calgary  who  are  attend- 
ing Premier  Brewster,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  it  was  but  proper  that  a 
member  of  the  government  as  well 
H.8  a  personal  friend  of  the  Pi'emler 
should  bo  at  his  bedside. 

It  is  certain  that  the  Premier  will 
be  confined  to  the  Holy  Cross  hos- 
pital at  Calgary  for~  some  weeks  and 
It  waa  deemed  wise  to  have  near  him 
a  colleague  who  can  be  of  assistance 
In  helping  him  to  trftnsact  what  Im- 
perative business  of  provincial  Import 
Is  necessary.  The  Premier,  owing  to 
Ms  balng  atrkiken  down  ««  h4s  way 
back  from  Ottawa,  has  not  been  In 
a  position  to  preaent  a  report  of  the^ 
results  of  the  Ottawa  conference.;^ 
which  he  attended,  many  of  the  mat- 
ters discussed  thereat  having  a  direct 
bearing  upon  future  policies  of  the 
provincial   government. 

The  serious  nature  of  the  Pre- 
mier's Illness,  espe<c;Ut1ly  the  unfavor- 
able turn  taken  since  Wednesday 
afternoon,  was  fully  recognised  by 
members  of  the  legislature  yesterday 
and  was  the  subject  of  discussion  In 
the  corridors,  and  in  fact  throughout 
the  legislative  buildings.  Scores  of 
inquiries  were  made  of  the  various 
ministers  throughout  the  day  and 
last  night  the  Colonist  was  continu- 
ously applied  to  for  further  news  of 
Hon.    Mr.    Brewster's    condition. 

In  a  letter  received  yesterday 
morning  It  was  stated  that  the  Pre- 
mier suffered  a  serious  relapse  diylng 
the  preceding  night.  His  pulse  4 was 
stated  to  have  been  160  and  his  tem- 
perature 104  and  that  the  disease 
had  extended  to  the  upper  half  of 
the  right  lung.  These  facts  Indi- 
cated that  his  illness  had  taken  a 
decided  turn  for  the  worse,  and  It 
recognised  that  last  night  the  crisis 
would  be  reached. 

During  the  afternoon  session  of  the 
legislature,  Hon.  John  Oliver,  acting 
premier,  read  to  the  House  a  subse- 
quent message  stating  that  the  Pre- 
mier's condition  wss  unchanged,  but 
the  patient  was  resting  fairly  wedd. 


FLORIZEL  IGNORED 

WARNING  OF  STORM 

OTTAWA,  Feb.  28. — That  the 
steamer  Florinzei,  which  was  wreck- 
ed off  the  coast  of  Newfoundland 
with  great  loss  of  life  last  Sunday, 
put  to  sea  Ignoring  the  storm  slgnuls 
at  St.  John's,  is  the  information  re- 
ceived from  the  rneteorologlcal 
service  in  Toronto  by  the  Marine  De- 
partment here. 

This  Information  Is  contained  in  a 
letter  from  the  sorvlce  received  by 
the  Deputy  Minister  of  Marine  here. 
The  letter  states  that  signals  for  a 
heavy  Easterly  gale  accompanied  by 
snow  were  ordered  for  ."NJewfoundland 
early  on  Saturday  morning.  The 
storm  signal  mast  at  St.  John's,  it 
says,  is  situated  on  a  promontory 
overlooking  the  entrance  to  the  har- 
bor, and  all  vessels  have  to  pass  al- 
most  under  It.

Major  T.  J.  Hartt.  of  Slmcoe.  took 
occasion  shortly  *fter  the  opening  of 
this  afternoon's  session  of  the  legis- 
lature to  make  a  strong  protest 
against  the  statement  of  Capt.  O.  T. 
Bailey,  C.A.M.C,  at  the  prohibition 
convention  in  Massey  Hall  yesterday, 
that  90  per  cent  of  the  Canadian 
forces  were  drunk  on  Christmas. 
Major  Hartt'B  remarks  were  roundly 
applauded  by  the  members,  and  were 
backed  up  by  Premier  Hearst,  and 
the  leader  of  the  Opposition. 

"The  man."  said  Major  Hartt, 
"must  be  deranged.  He  must  have 
lost  his  head.  I  am  here  to  disprove 
his  statements.  What  will  be  the  ef- 
fect on  Ihe  mothers  and  fathers  of 
our  boys  If  statements  like  this  are  al- 
lowed to  go  abroad?  I  can  tell  them 
that  their  boys  at  the  front  are  Just 
as  pure  and  Just  ns  free  from  drunk- 
enness as  the  boy  at  their  fireside." 
It  was  unfair,  said  Sir  William 
Hearst,  to  the  fathers  and  mothers 
who  have  sons  at  the  front,  that  such 
thoughtless  and  absolutely  foolish 
statements  should  be  made.  It  was 
a  slander  on  the  fair  name  of  the  sons 
of  Canada,  who  were  fighting  at  the 
front.  His  own  experiences  In  visit- 
ing the  soldiers  overseas  had  made 
him  proud  of  them,  not  only  as  fight- 
ers, but  for  the  way  In  which  they 
withstood  temptation.

"We  have  heard  recently,"  said 
Herr  Scheidemann,  "of  the  speech  In 
which  It  was  said  the  world  must 
first  recognise  us  as  victorious.  Not 
for  a  long  time  have  we  read  any- 
thing the' tone  of  which  was  so  dis- 
plaaalng  and  the  contents  to  impolitic. 
Perhaps  It  la  to  the  point  to  recall 
that  all  the  parties.  Including  the 
Conservatives.  In  November.  1908, 
recommended  somewhat  more  reserve 
In  that  quarter.  In  times  when  there 
{g  tAlk  of  peace,  words  from  an  au- 
thoritative source  should  be  very 
carefully  weighed.  A  great  part  of 
the  people  whom  we  represent  do  not 
■hare  the  views  uttered  In  that  speech, 
but  on  the  other  hand,  energetically 
repudiate  them." 

Herr  Scheidemann  declared  that 
.attempts  to  conclude  a  peace  on  the 
west  such  aa  that  with  Russia  would 
prove  a  trial  of  strength  dangerous 
for  Germany.  The  world  would  go 
to  sleep  with  rifles  In  hand.  Bolshe- 
Vtkl  draams  would  be  realised  and 
world  revolution  arrive. 

"Our  military  advance  against  Rus- 
sia svoked  vexation  In  Austria-Hun- 
gary, a  majority  of  whose  people  are 
quietly  or  openly  hostile  to  us." 
Berlin  Report. 
BERLIN.  Feb.  }8. — The  text  of  the 
offlcinl  sUtement  sajrs: 

"Bastorn  theatre— Operations  are 
taking  their  regular  course.

Mr,  Bryan  Refused 
Hearing  in  Toronto 

Returned  Soldiers  Raise  Disturbance  at  Prohibition 

Meeting  So  That  He  Cannot  Be  Heard  by 

Large    Audience  — His    Appeals    for 

Fair  Play  Are  Vainly  Made 


=^ 


TORONTO.  Feb.  28. — William  Jen- 
nings Bryan  was'  refused  a  hearing 
when  he  appeared  at  Massey  Hall 
here  tonight  to  address  a  prohlbltlqp 
meeting  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Dominion  Alliance.  Returned  soldiers 
caused  the  disturbance  by  shouting 
various  epithets.  "What  about  the 
Lusitania?"  they  also  demanded  In 
chorus.  The  first  disturbance  came 
before  Mr.  Bryan's  entry,  when  the 
chairman  told  the  audience  they 
were  to  be  honored  by  listening  to 
the  fraternal  delegate  of  the  anti- 
saloon  league  of  America,  "one  of  the 
foremost  citizens  of  our  Ally." 

The  chairman  refrained  from  men- 
tioning Mr.  Bryan's  name  as  long  as 
he  could,  but  when  It  came  out  at 
last,  It  was  greated  by  a  chorus  of 
oat-calls  and  cries  of  "We  don't  want 
him."  The  chairman  appealed  to  the 
audience.  It  was  not  a  good  thing 
for  the  city  they  were  doing,  he  said, 
and  "a  bad  thing  for  the  cause  we 
represent." 

Rowdyism  Rampant. 
Then  Mr.  Bryan  came  In,  and  pan- 
demonium broke  loose.  Most  of  the 
audience  stood  up,  waved  handker- 
chiefs and  cheered  him.  but  the  an- 
swering hooU  from  the  gallery  out- 
lasted the  cheers. 

For  five  minutes  Mr.  Bryan  tried 
to  make  himself  heard,  but  It  was  no 
use.  The  Interruptions  continued  right 
on  and  the  interrupters  sang  "Rule 
Britannia,"  forcing  the  audience  to 
Join  In  that  and  "God  Save  the  King." 
The  inquired  about  the  LuaiUnla 
and  sang  "Over  There."  and  "We 
Won't  Go  Home  Till  Morning."  Men 
stood  up  and  shook  their  fist  at  the 
American  ex-Secretary  of  SUte.  Sol- 
diers showed  the  service  button  on 
their  coats  and  shouted  defiance  at 
those  who  pleaded  for  a  hearing  for 
the  visitor. 

Enthusiastic  prohibitionists  who 
wished  to  hear  Mr.  Bryan  hurled 
across  the  hall  counter  calls  of  "Put 
them  out."  and  "Where's  your  fair 
play?"  The  chairman  was  heard  to 
say  something  about  ejecting  the  In- 
terrupters. He  was  greeted  with  cries 
of  "Who's  going  to  do  It?"  Mr.  Bryan 
took  his  seat. 

John  Roberts,  of  Montreal,  made  an 
attempt  to  speak,  but  was  told  to  "Get 
the  khaki  on."  Then  a  man  of  the 
Army  Medical  Corps  was  holstsd  on 
the  platform. 

•'Boys,  they  are  fighting  for  freedom 
at  the  front;  they  are  also  flshtlng  for 
freedom  of  thought.  Why  should  we 
Interrupt  the  meeUng?"  he  appealed 
to  the  gallery. 

Tha  appeal  was  In  vain.  "Ood  Save 
the  Klng"^  waa  sung  again,  and  the 
soldMra  In  the  gallery  shouted,  I'Take 
Bryan  out.  and  we  will  walk  out. 
We'll  let  any  man  apeak,  but  not  a 
I  yro-Osri 


After  the  band  had  played  another 
air.  -Mr.  Bryan  made  a  brief  but  futile 
attempt  to  make  himself  heard.  Then 
he  took  a  chair  near  the  edge  of  the 
platform  and  talked  to  the  reporters, 
the  noise  never  ceasing  for  an  in- 
stant. 

"I  am  here  by  Invitation,"  said  Mr. 
Bryan.  "I  come  as  the  represenUtivo 
of  25,000.000  of  the  American  people 
who  have  l>anded  themselves  together 
in  various  organisations  for  the  pro- 
motion of  prohibition.  I  have  spoken 
In  one  hall  tonight  before  an  audience 
that  gave  me  not  only  respectful,  but 
enthusiastic,  attention. 

"I  find  that  less  than  flve  per  cent 
-probably  less  than  two  per  cent — of 
this  audience  refuses  to  allow  the  rest 
of  the  audience  hear  me  speak.  Or- 
dinarily, those  who  interrupt  a  meet- 
ing are  put  out  because  they  refuse 
an  overwhelming  majority  the  right  to 
hear.  In  this  case  I  am  not  willing 
that  force  should  be  used  to  eject  the 
men  from  the  hall.  I  would  rather 
that  the  meeting  should  break  up. 

"My  patriotism  is  satisfactory  to 
the  tTesldent  of  the  United  Statea 
It  is  satisfactory  to  the  cabinet  of  the 
United  States,  it  is  satisfactory  to  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States.  There 
is  not  a  single  person  In  the  United 
States  who  can  say  that  one  drop  of 
blood  In  my  viens  is  not  loyal  to  my 
country." 

aree«s  *e  Apology 

Mr.  Bryan  told  the  reporters  that 
his  daughter  was  married  to  a  Brit- 
ish Engineer  ofllcer;  that  one  of  his 
grandsons  was  a  British  subject  and 
that  another  was  In  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment at  Washington. 

"I  say  this."  he  added,  "that  you 
may  know  that  I  do  not  have  to 
apologise  to  anyone." 

Mr.  Bryan  announced  his  readiness 
to  stay  all  night  In  the  hall  and  try 
to  talk  to  the  people.^  He  said  he 
would  have  no  coercion,  however. 

"Enough  men,"  he  added,  'are  be- 
ing Injured  In  our  fighting  to  make  the 
world  safe  for  democracy  without  any- 
one being  Injured  to  give  me  a 
hearing." 

The  former  Secretary  of  State  flpoke 
for  quite  a  while  on  the  pregrees  of 
prohibition  to  those  who  crowded 
down  to  the  platform,  trat  It  was 
doubtful  If  many  of  them  pould  hear 
him.   owing   to  the  noise. 

His  remarks  were  punctuated  by  the 
gallery  spelling  out  "L-u-s-l-t-a-n- 
l-a"*  yelling  "what  about  the  Lasi- 
tanlar'  and  singing  "Hall,  Hall,  the 
Ganra    All    Here." 

The  meeting  broke  up  when  the 
audience  Joined  onoe  more  In  singing 
"God  Save  the  KAig."

By  a  vote  of  S8  to  27,  the  Victoria 
Metal  Trades  Council  decided  last  night 
t6  defer  action  In  the  wa«e  dispute 
with  the  Imperial  Munitions  Board.  The 
shipyard  strike  that  waa  to  go  Into  ef- 
fect this  mornlnK  at  10  o'clock  through- 
out British  Columbia  has  therefore  t>een 
cancelled  indefinitely  to  SjWait  proceed- 
ings of  the  adjustment  board  appointed 
by  Hon.  T.  W.  Crothers,  Minister  of 
Labor. 

It  was  only  after  nearly  three  hours 
of  dlsouaslon-  tliat  tba  decision  was. 
reached.  Mr.  Justice  Murphy,  who  i^ 
to  be  chairman  of  the  adjustment  com- 
mission, addressed  the  delegates  and 
told  them  that  the  principal  point  to 
l)e  investigated  would  be  whether  the 
Munitions  Board  had  actually  promised 
the  10  per  cent  bonus  that  Is  now  de- 
manded by  the  men.  He  also  declared 
that  the  commission  would  also  examine 
shipyard  conditions  right  down  the  lint 
in  an  endeavor  to  reach  and  fair  and 
comprehensive  finding.  He  gave  as- 
surance that  the  commission  would  sit 
as  soon  as  possible,  although  he  ad- 
mitted that  Ottawa  had  not  yet  given 
him  many  details  to  work  upon  and  that 
his  duties  had '  not  been  so  far  very 
specifically  determined.  As  shown  by 
the  vote,  the  sentiment  of  the  meeting 
was  far  from  being  unanimous.  and 
there  was  a  strong  faction  In  favor  of 
calling  a  strike  today. 

Oaly  Marking  Ante 
There  are  a  good  many  strings  at- 
tached to  the  council's  action,  however. 
President  James  Dakers  and  other  dele- 
gates wished  It  to  be  understood  that 
the  strike  possibility  has  not  been  elim- 
inated and  that  the  Council  has  merely 
voted  In  favor  of  marking  time  yntll 
something  more  definite  is  known  as  to 
the  workings  of  the  commission.  If  tbe 
council  la  dli»atlsfied  with  the  way  the 
inquiry  is. carried  out.  It  may  see  fit 
to  proceed  with  the  strike.  The  oouncU 
can  reverse  last  night's  deasion  at  any 
future  meeting.  The  Council-  has-  not 
bound  Itself  down  to  accept  the  com- 
mission's decision  either.  It  reserves 
the  right  to  call  a  strike  at  any  time 
and  at  the  shortest  notice. 

But  it  was  made  clear  that,  so  far  as 
the  Metal  Trades  Council  ii  concerned, 
it  is  willing  to  place  everything  before 
the  commission  and  In  this  function 
win  not  Uke  any  half-measures,  but 
will  go  the  whole  way  provided  the 
Mtinitions  Board  does  the  same.  The 
delegates  to  the  Council  declare  that 
they  will  do  their  utmost  to  prevent 
the  precipitation  of  a  strike. 

Tiotorla  OiTsa  Initiative 
By  itsv  action  Wednesday  night  the 
Vancouver  Metal  Trades  Council  laid 
the  strike  responsibility  on  Victoria. 
The  Mainland  body  decided  to  defer  ac- 
tion, subject,  however,  to  the  Victoria 
council's  concurrence  In  such  decision. 
Mr.  D.  McCallum.  president  of  the  B. 
C.  Federation  of  Labor,  and  Mr,  A. 
Watchman,  general  organiser  of  the 
Carpenters'  and  Shlpwrlghts'^nlon,  at- 
tended last  night's  meeting,  having 
come  over  from  Vancouver  with  Judge 
Murphy  to  do  so.  Mr.  Watchman  ad- 
dressed a  meeting  of  carpenters  at  8t. 
John's  Hall  simultaneous  with  the  other 
gathering.  The  object  of  the  meeting 
was  to  lay  Anal  plans  for  the  strike. 
No  action  was  taken,  however,  when 
the  attitude  of  the  Metal  Trades  Coun 
cil  became  known. 

VaaitiOBS  Board  Ttrm  f 

The  stand  of  the  Imperial  Munitions 
Board  is  unchanged.  tt  still  main- 
tains that  an  increase  of  10  per  cent  all 
round  is  an  impossibility,  although  It 
Is  willing  to  grant  an  Increase  for  labor 
from  tS-25  to  I3.60.  None  of  the  other 
demands  of  the  men  will  be  acted  upon. 
The  shipyard  employers  thenwelves 
stand  firmly  behind  the  Munitions 
Board  in  this.  The  executive  of  jtfi4 
Metal  Trades  Association  met  in  y«n-M^ 
couver  yesterday,  representatives  of  the 
Coughlan  and  Wallace  yards  being 
present,  and  It  was  uitanlmously  agreed 
that  the  demands  of  the  men  could  not 
be  granted  on  any  account.

It  is  certain  that  tne  Premier  will 
be .  confined  to  the  Holy  Cross  hos- 
pital at  Calgary  for  some  weeks  an 
It  was  deemed  wise  to  have  near  hlni 
a  colleague  who  can  be  of  assistance 
In  helping  him  to  transact  what  Ino- 
perative bualneas  of  provincial  import 
Is  necessary.  The  Premier,  owing  to 
hia  baing  atrioken  down  *m  his  way 
back  front  Ottawa,  has  not  been  in 
a  position  to  present  a  report  of  the 
results  of  the  Ottawa  conference 
which  he  attended,  many  of  the  mat- 
ters discussed  thereat  having  a  direct 
bearing  upon  future  policies  of  the 
provincial   government. 

The  serious  nature  of  the  Pre- 
mier's Illness,  especially  the  unfavor- 
able turn  taken  since  Wednesday 
afternoon,  was  fully  recognised  by 
members  of  the  legislature  yesterday 
and  was  the  subject  of  discussion  in 
the  corridors,  and  in  fact  throughout 
the  legislative  buildings.

TORONTO,  Feb.  28. — CapUln  G. 
T.  Bailey,  of  the  C.A.M.C,  who  yes- 
terday made  startling  charges  at  the 
Dominion  Alliance  convention,  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  soldiers  at  the 
front  at  Christmas  time,  was  today 
arrested  by  the  civil  police,  charged 
with  making  statements  derogatory 
to  the  King's  troops,  and  calculated 
to  injure  recruiting.  In  the  police 
court  he  was  remanded  without  bail. 
Major  T.  J.  Hartt,  of  Simcoc,  took 
occasion  shortly  %fter  the  opening  of 
this  afternoon's  session  of  the  legis- 
lature to  make  a  stronjr  protest 
against  the  statement  of  Capt.  O.  T. 
Bailey,  C.A.M.C.  at  ths  prohibition 
convention  In  Massey  Hall  yesterday, 
that  90  per  cent  of  the  Canadian 
forces  were  drunk  on  Christm^. 
Major  Hartt's  remarks  wSre  roundly 
applauded  by  the  members,  and  were 
backed  up  by  Premier  Hearst,  and 
the  leader  of  the  Opposition. 

"The  man,"  said  Major  Hartt, 
"must  be  deranged.  He  must  have 
lost  his  head.  I  am  here  to  disprove 
his  statements.  What  will  be  the  ef- 
fect on  the  mothers  and  fathers  of 
our  boys  If  sutements  like  this  are  al- 
lowed to  go  abroad?  I  can  tell  them 
that  their  boys  at  the  front  are  Just 
as  pure  and  Just  fts  free  from  drunk- 
enness as  the  boy  at,  their  fireside." 
It  was  unfair,  said  Sir  William 
Hearat,  to  the  fathers  and  mothers 
wjio  have  s.  -ns  at  the  front,  that  such 
thoughtless  and  absolutely  foolish 
statements  should  be  made.  It  was 
a  Blander  on  the  fair  name  of  the  sons 
of  Canada,  who  were  fighting  at  the 
front.  His  own  experiences  In  visit- 
ing the  soldiers  overseas  had  mads 
him  proud  of  them,  not  only  as  light- 
ers, but  for  the  way  In  which  they 
withstood  temptation.  The  record  of 
Canadian  soldiers  In  England  and  In 
Francs  showed  them  to  be  sober, 
moral  and  of  a  high  type. 

The  leader  of  the  Opposition,  Wm. 
Proudfoot.  declared  that  the  fact  that 
Capt  Bailley  waa  not  man  enough  tq 
give  the  name  of  the  officer  from 
whom  he  had  obtained  his  alleged 
Information  was  sufficient  .to  brand 
his  sutements  as  utterly  false,  and 
statements  to  which  no  consideration 
should  be  given.

St.— Followlns  the 
announcement  that  the  wholesale  vro- 
cery  trade  would  be  fcrou(ht  under 
a  licence  ayatem  by  April  1,  the  bood 
board  today  Issued  resulations  sov- 
emlnc  retail  butcherff,  retail  bakers, 
retail  produce  merchants,  retail  flour 
and  feed  merchanU,  retail  fruit  and 
vegetable  dealers  and  retail  fish 
dealers.  On  and  after  May  16  It  wlU 
be  Illegal  for  any  person,  flmi  or  cor- 
poration to  engage  in  any  one  or 
more  of  these  trades  without  a  licence 
from  the  food  board. 

The  regulations  make  it  illegal  to 
deal  In  food  for  the  purpose  of  un- 
reasonably Increasing  the  prices,  re- 
stricting supply  or  monopolising  or  at- 
tempting to  monopolise  food  products. 

Destruction  of  any  food  which  is 
fit  for  human  consumption  is  made  an 
ofTence,  and,  as  in  the  case  o*  whole- 
aalera,  no  retail  dealer  may  knowingly 
permit  waate  or  wilfully  permit  pre- 
ventable deterioration  in  connection 
with  the  storing  or  sale  of  focdstufts. 

The  regulatlona  also  provide  for  the 
display  of  the  licence  number  on  all 
letterheada,  contracts  and  price  lists, 
and  for  reports. as  often  and  in  such 
form  as  may  be  requested  by  the  food 
board. 

The  schedule  of  licence  fees  pro- 
vides for  a  minimum  fee  of  $2  when 
the  turnover  does  not  exceed  $20,000 
a  year  and  for  an  additional  $2  on 
every  additional  $20,000  a  .vear  or 
fraction  thereof.

Result  of  Elections  and  Differ- 
ences of  Opinion  Regarding 
Germany's  Bad  Faith  injhe 
Matter  of  Submarines. 


MADRID,  Feb.  28. — The  cabinet 
resigned  today. 

The  retirement  of  the  government 
was  expected  in  view  of  the  outcome 
of  the  general  elections  on  Sunday. 
Furthermore,  the  ministry  was  divid- 
ed on  the  question  of  the  policy  to 
be  pursued  toward  Germany  in  con- 
sequence  of  the  recent  torpedolna  of 
Spanish  ships.       ^ 

Public  opinion  is  cxpresalns  Itself 
strongly  against  the  lack  of  energetic 
action  by  the  government  in  the  face 
of  Qermany's  <lisregairi  of  her  e"h- 
gagements  concerning  the  immunity 
of  Spaniah  steamahipB  under  the  con- 
ditions specified  from  submarine  at- 
tack. The  government  was  urged  by 
varloui^  newspaners  to  take  a  deter- 
mined attitude  Jv  benevolent  neutral- 
ity toward'  the  TA.Illes|  while  preserv- 
ing officially  the  nAu-allty  of  the 
country.  It  was  stQrgested  that 
Spanish  labor  might  be  permitted  to 
go  tokFrance  an^  that  free  access 
mightbe  given  to  American  byyers^ 
for  the  expeditionary  force  in  Fra,if^ 
so  as  to  effect  a  saving  in  tonnage. 

The  resignation  of  the  cabinet  was 
hastened  by  the  withdrawal  last 
night  of  Senor  Ventosa,  Mipister  of 
Finance,  and  Senor^odes,  Minister 
of  Public  InstructioV  owing  to  the 
difference  of  their  vi^s  upon  con- 
stitutional reforms  from  those  held 
by  their  colleagues.  The  premier 
then  preseifted  a  colleotive  reslgna- 
Uon.^

OTTAWA,  Feb.  28.— The  women'f 
conferences  continue  tomorrow.  Al- 
lowing the  submission  of  statenenta 
by  members  of  the  Government  out> 
lining  the  war  situation,  the  women 
met  together  at  the  Regal  Building 
and  appointed  sections  to  consider  the 
various  problems  at  issue.  The.  Mo- 
tions met  in  the  evening  to  formulate 
their  resolutions.  These  they  will 
submit  to  a  further  general  confer- 
ence of  women  tomorrow. 

In  Its  general  lines,  the  procedure 
followed  that  of  the  recent  conference 
with  the  labor  men.  The  Government 
submitted  the  position  and  then  In- 
vited suggestions.  Added  distinction 
was  given,  however,  by  the  presence 
at  the  early  jwoceedings  of  the  Oov- 
ernor-Oeneral  and  the  Dnchese  of 
Devonshire,  who  personally  welcomed 
the  delegates.  Following  a  general 
outline  of  the  situation  by  the  Gov- 
ernoi9>General  and  Hon.  H.  W  Powell, 
various  phases  of  war  activity  were 
presented  by  members  of  the  cabinet. 

Major-General  Mewbum  submitted 
ngurea  showing  the  men  available  for 
military  service  in  Canada  and  the 
position  overseas.  He  eraphasired 
that  panada  must  conalder  herself  In 
the  war  to  the  end  and  that  rein- 
forcements must  be  kept  up. 

Hon.  T.  A.  Crerar,  Minister  of  Ag- 
riculture, urged  greater  food  produc- 
tion, with  rigid  economy  Ih  the  use  of 
the  foods,  so  that  every  pound  of  ex-

THREATEN  BOYCOH 

OF  FRUITGROWERS 

FERNIB,  Feb.  28. — The  alleged  ac- 
tion of  the  British  Columbia  fruit 
growers  who,  according  |p  a  resolution 
from  Bankhead,  had  publicly  expressed 
themselves  as  favorable  to  employing 
Chinese  labor  for  their  Industry,  came 
In  for  much  condemnation  at  the  United 
Mine   Workers   convention   today. 

The  resolution  asked  the  convention 
to  boycott  all  fruit  and  o^er  pro- 
ducts placed  in  tbe  market  by  the  B. 
C.  fruit  growers  while  they  continue 
to  employ  Chinese  labor  and  authorise 
transmission'  of  the  resolution  to  the 
district  secretary  of  the  U.  M.  W.  of  A. 
and  the  secretaries  of  Alberta  and 
British  Columbia  Federations  of  Labor, 
as  well  as  all  local  unions  In  this  dis- 
trict. 

Upon  positive  verlflcation  of  this 
action  by  the  B.  C.  fruit  growers  all 
members  will  be  blackllated  by  the 
miners  of  district  II. 


Sir  George  Foster,  Minister  of  Trade 
and  Commerce,  drew  a  distinction  be- 
tween war-time  and  peace-time  thrift. 
Economy,  he  said,  was  essential  to  the- 
pro^cutlon  of  tbe  war.  Sir  George 
criticised  the  use  of  unnecessary  and 
expensive  fashions  in  clotl)iog,  such 
as  furs  In  July,  and  as  a  farther  in- 
stance of*  expensive  fashions.  Sir 
George  roeimoned  recent  fashion 
shows  in.  Ottawa.  Sir  George  em- 
phasised that  every  unneeessary  ar- 
ticle Imported  was  adding  to  the 
burden. 

Senator  Robertson,  as  Chairman'  of 
the  Canada  Registration  Board,  gava 
a  general  Idea  of  the  lines  to  be  fol- 
lowed In  making  an  inventory  of  man- 
power. The  registration  had  been 
made  compulsory  because  it  was  felt 
that  only  by  compulsion  could  the  re- 
gistration be  made  a  success  It  was 
considered  also  that  the  inventory 
woul4  materially  assist  in  securing 
better  distribution,  of  labor. 

H.  B.  Thomson,  Chairman  of  the 
Food  Board,  expressed  the  vl«w  that 
the  licensing  system  waa  more  effec- 
tive than  price  flxlng.  The  licensing 
of  various  wholesale  an4  retail  es- 
tablishments, he  said,  was  worlclhg*to 
the   beat   advantage   of  all   concerned.

HELP  THE  PATRIOTIC  AID  FUND 
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EAST  INDIA  POET 
NAMED  IN  PLOT 


Intercepted  German  Diplo- 
matic Correspondence  Con- 
nects Sir  Rabindranath  Ta- 
gor^  With  .Conspiracy. 


SAN  FRANCISCO.  Cal.,  Feb.  28. — 
The  United  States.  Uovemment  made 
public  he're  yeitterday  Intercepted  Ger- 
dlplomatlc  correspondence  intended 
toi  show  how  German  pnachinations 
carried  a  band  of  Hindu  plottera  into 
the  private  audiences  of  ministers 
and  statesmen,  and  flnanced  lavishly 
tlMlr  alms  toward  revolution  in  Brit- 
ish   India. 

Like  the  climax  of  a  master  drama, 
hitherto  secret  papers  introduced  by 
the  government  purported  to  show 
that  Sir  Rabindranath  Tasore,  Brlt- 
leh  knight  and  winner  of  the  Nobel 
prise  for  poetry,  h^d  enlisted  the  in- 
terest of  Counts  Okuma  and  Terau- 
chi,  former  premier  and  premier  re- 
spectively of  Japan,  in  the  movement 
to  establish  an  Independent  govern- 
ment In  India.  The  intercepted  cor- 
respondence however  was  indefinite 
as  to  the  connection  between  the 
Japanese  statesmen  and  the  alleged 
Hindu  conspirators.  The  n^fiie  of 
Wu  Ting  Fang,  former  Chinese  min- 
ister to  the  United  States,  alrfo  was 
mentioned  in  the  documents  as  one 
of  the  persons  with  whom  Sir  Rabin- 
dranath had  obtained  a  friendly  in- 
terview. 

The  papers  were  all  introduced  by 
the  government  in  closing  Its  case 
against  the  thirty  defendants  charg- 
ed with  fomenting  a  rebellion 
against  a   friendly   power. 

The  correspondence,  which  has 
been  sent  from  Washington  for  pres- 
entation here,  was  dated  for  the 
most  purl  at  Rye,  Ny,  at  one  time 
the  Summer  headquarters  of  the  Ger- 
man embassy.  It  recounted  alleged 
favorable  Interviews  that  Tagore  had 
with  Terauchi  and  Okuma,  the  diffi- 
culties Wu  Ting  Fang  found  In  mov- 
ing favorably  because  of  the  influence 
of  Dr.  Sun  Yat  Sen,  foltmer  president 
of  China,  and  revealed  the  hitherto 
hidden  source  of  Hindu  funds. 

Most  of  the  messagM  ♦ere  In  cryp- 
tic phrases.  MysterjPsurrounds  the 
Identity  of  the  authors,  as  only  one  of 
them  was  signed.  That  one  was  "'B"- 
ed  by  Count  Von  Bernstorff,  formei'* 
German  Ambassador  to  the  United 
States,  and  was  addressed  to  Alfred 
.Zimmerman,  former  German  'Foreign 
Secretary.  It  is  known  that  this  mes- 
sage, as  well  as  others  which  were 
alleged  to  have  passed  between  Von 
Bernstorff  and  Zimmerrtian,  went 
through  the  hands  of  Count  Von 
Luxburg,  former  German  minister  to 
Argentina.  The  documents  were  de- 
coded by  means  of  a  special  diplo- 
matic code  prepared  by  the  German 
Foreign  Office,  the  key  to  which  was 
given  the  State  Department  by  the 
German  embassy  before  America'H 
declaration  of  war.  The  defence 
stipulated  that  the  translation  of  the 
docuirients^was  correct. 

Id  addition  to  the  bringing  into 
the  conspiracy  the  names  of  world- 
renowned  men,  the  documents  show- 
ed, the\>rosecuUon  contended,  that 
the  cunspiracy  had  ramltled  to  all 
portions  of  the  world.  Into  India, 
Japan,  China,  Mexico,  British  Guiana, 
'the  West  Indies,  Africa,  Sumatra, 
Canada,  South  America,  Burma  and 
other   places. 

Among  the  activities  which  grew 
out  of  the  conspiracy,  us  recorded  irt 
the  documents;  was  the  organization 
of  the  Pan-Aslatlc  Ijeague  and  other 
associations  the  secret  publication  and 
distribution  of  thousands  and  thous- 
ands of  pamphlets\%nd  books  to  fur- 
ther the  ends  of  the  proposed  con- 
spiracy; the  proposed  purchase  of 
two  Japanese  dally  newspapers  to 
spread  propaganda:  the  delivery  of 
arms  to  India;  the  recruiting  of 
bands  of  men  throughout  the  world 
to  engage  In  the  proposed  revolution, 
and  enlistment  of  the  sympathies  of 
the  Oongodes  party,  represented  to 
be  a  strong  body  of  colored  fighting 
men   In   South   America. 

Throughout  the  docun-ent  runs  a 
thread  of/ mystery.  "Very  secret." 
was  ths/ heading  of  one  message. 
Others  /referred  to  persons  as  "K," 
"BK"  and  "Sister."  One  message  re- 
lated to  details  of  an  attack  made 
on  the  writer  in  Washington.  He  was 
struck  on  the  head,  and  "the  blow 
turned  parts  of  my  body  completely 
white,"    he   wrote. 

Publication  of  the  letters,'  which 
drew  the  name  of  Sir  Rablndra^nath 
Into  the  conspiracy  for  the  first  time, 
recalled  the  reported  attack  that  had 
been  made  upon  the  Hindu  philoso- 
pher while  he   was  In  San   Francisco 


on  a  lecturing  tour.  A  Blndu  at- 
tempted to  atuck  blm  at  a  hotel  en- 
trance and  was  repulsed.  Thereafter 
kttr  Rabindranath  was  furnished  a 
bodyguard.  He  was  reported  to  have 
been  made  the  sub4ect.  In  his  tour 
of  the  country,  of  accusations  by 
various  revolutionary  elements  that 
he  was  friendly  to  the  British  Gov- 
ernment His  title  was  cited  as  evi- 
dence that  he  had  no  sympathy  with 
revolutlona.  ^

William  Gi^assle,  for  two  years  officer 
commanding  a  Wlnnlp^  battalion  of 
Highlanders  at  the  front,  has  resign- 
ed.

The  extreme  vagueness  of  the  speech 
from   the   Throne     in     respect    of   the 
Government's      programme      was      the 
striking  feature  df  that  document,  de- 
clined   the    member    for    Nelson,    who 
Cggested  the  Government  might  have 
ken    the    House    more    Into    its    con- 
fidence.      But   he   could    express    plea- 
sure  at    the    fact    that    It    Is    the    evi- 
dent   intention    of    the    administration 
to  take   steps^oktng  to  the  tieveloi>- 
ment  and  uymatlon  of  the  enormous 
iron  resources  of  the  Province.     There 
are,    he    understood,    large   deposits    of 
hematite  and  magnetite  on  Vancouver 
Island  and  "eivwhere  In  the  Province, 
the   development   of   which   would   add 
Immensely  to^thc  country's  wealth. 
Health  of  Kliiirrs. 
It  was  a  hopeful  sign,  too,  Dr.  Ro»Q 
stated,      that      the     Government     was 
awake  to  the  necessity  of  doing  sOmc- 
thln0  to   improve  the  condition  of  the 
working;  classes,    and    In    thi^.  connec- 
tion he  urged  that  something'  be  done 
to  protect  them  from  the  class  of  rtls- 
ea-^e    known      as      industrial    diseases. 
Bspecially    was    this   nece^ptry    In    the 
cases   of   men   engaged   In   tho   mining 
industry,    where,    from    lho>n"ture    of 
their      occupation,      cohsuijpiption      and 
other    diseases    were    taking    a    heavy 
toll,    diseases    largely    preventible    and 
which  could   be  eradicated   under  pro- 
per     regulations.       Miners'      r  msump- 
tion  was  largely  due  to  sloping  opera- 
tions   where    drills    are    used    of      the 
kind      popularly      known     as     "widow 
makers,"    such    being     so    constructed 
that  they  blow  the  dust  back  In  to  the 
faces  of  the  men  ^operating  them.     In 
some   states   of   the   Union   such   drills 
are    prohibited    unless    provided    with 
a  water  attachment  which  subdues  the 
dust.       It    would    be    well    to    enforce 
similar  restrictions   in   British   Colum- 
bia.        Another      ncgven'tive      measure 
that    would    improve    sanitary    condi- 
tions   and    prevent    spread    of    disease 
would    be     one     providing    that^  mine 
owners    should    supply    workmen    with 
blankets    and    bedding,    thus   obviating 
the  practice  of  a  miner  packing  them 
about   with   him   from   camp  to  camp; 
Dr.    Rose  Vsaid    he    had    looked    to 
see    what    the    government    had    done 
to  assist  in    the   great  patriotic  work 
of   Increased    production,    but   beyond 
a  doubling  of  taxes,  a  doubtful  kind 
of  encouragement,   he  found   nothing. 
He  believed   the   Minister  of  Agricul- 
ture   had    been    spending    too    much 
time   on  railway  affairs  and   neglect- 
ing   agriculture.       More    time    should 
be  spent  on  the  problem,  and  he  was 
glad    to   know    that   efforts   are   being 
made  towards  organizing  the  women 
to  work  onnhe  farms,  a  laudable  ef- 
fort   that   should    not   be   allowed    to 
fall.      He    urged    the    necessity    of    a 
more    equitable    system    of    taxation, 
declaring  that   what   with   the   super- 
tax and  the  ten  per  cent  tax  on°  gross 
returns    of    the    mines    many    of    the 
companies,    if   the   Imposts   were   per- 
sisted in.  would  be  forced  out  of  busl- 
ness. 

Edncatlonal  Problems 

^  Serious  consideration  of  the  ques- 
tion of  education.  Dr.  Rose  said,  must 
be  had  by  the  government,  especially 
In  respect  of  the  shortage  of  teach- 
ers, a  shortage  due  to^the  many  en- 
listments by  the  male  ,^eachers  and 
the  better  openings  In  business  life 
for  the  women.  He  suggested  that 
the  practice  adopted  elsewhere  In 
Canada  be  followed  In  British  Colum- 
bia, the  establishment  of  temporary 
normal  schoo]^  In  which  short 
courses  could  be  given,  pupils  to  have 
opportunity  of  securing  third-class 
cerUflcates  and  thus  the  supply  of 
teachers  for  the  rural  districts  be 
snet.  At  present  the  excessive  cost 
necessitated  In  pupils  attending  the 
normal  school  In  Victoria  prevented 
many  from  entering  the  profession. 
The  Nelson  people  had  already  mem- 
orialised the  government  along  this 
line,  suggesting  that  one  <^f  the  tem- 
porary normal  schools  be  located  In 
that    city.  ' 

The  prosecution  of  work  on  the 
opening  up  of  the  sixteen-mile  sec- 
tion on  the  Tmlr  road,  thereby  giv- 
ing Nelson  access  to  a  rich  territory 
to  the  Booth  and  Unking  ap  with  a 
fine  system  of  state  roads  In  Wash- 
ington, was  also  urged  by  the  mem- 
ber for  Nelson,  who  stated  that  from 
the  section  that  would  thus  be  bene- 
fited there  was  collected  last  year 
on  the  luml>erlng  and  other  Indas- 
trlee  a  lum  of  $80,000.  an  amount 
that  wonld  almoat  pay  for  the  open- 
thg  an  of  the  road. 

Fltttng  referenoe  was  made  by  Dr. 
Rose  to  the  lllneee  of  Premier  Brew- 
ster and  his  eongratnlatlons  were 
fortbeomtac  to  Mn.  Smith  and     the 


other    new    members    Tn    the    leglsla- 
ture. 

Expressing  his  regret  that  Premier 
Brewster  through  illness  was  alwent 
from  the  house  and  his  hope  for  the 
latter's  speedy  return  to  health,  and 
declaring  he,  too,  was  ready  to  Join 
In  Che  "Hallelujah  chorus  of  welcome 
to  Mrs.  Smith."  Mr.  Charles  Nelson. 
Liberal  member  for  Slocan.  plunged 
into  the  mining  situation  In  his  rid- 
ing, where,  he  stated,  because  of  the 
arbitrary  action  of  the  Consolidated 
Mining  ^nd  Smelting  Company,  a 
critical  situation  has  arisen  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  mine  operators.  He 
expresed  his  pride  that  the  Slocan 
In  1»17  had  maintained  its  lead  In 
the  value  of  production  of  lead,  sllt- 
ver  and  sine,  having  produced  ftfty- 
six  per  cent  of  the  total  output  of 
the  prdvince.  but  this  production  had 
been  made  In  nine  months  of  the 
year  and  for  the  past  three  months 
conditions  had  shown  a  complete 
change,  one  not  alone  Important 
from  tttie  standpoint  of  the  mine 
owner  but  also  of  the  province  which 
derives  a  large  revenue  from  the 
mines. 

Blames  Smelter  Concern 

Mr,  Nelson  outlined  the  u-oubles 
which  arose  following  the  smelting 
company's  action  at  the  end  of  Sep- 
tember in  Infusing  to  accept  ship- 
ments of  lead  ore  containing  more 
than  four  per  cent  of  xinc,  of  the 
subsequent  negotiations  resulting  in 
the  Imperial  Munitions  Board  giving 
an  order  for  a  large  amount  of  metal 
and  the  removal  of  the  embargo  upon 
exports  to  the  United  States,  this 
latter  having  been  secured  through 
the  energetic  action  of  the  Provincial 
Mines  Department.  But  while  the 
company  claimed  that  it  had  refused 
shipments  because  of  the  large  slocks 
of  ore  on  hand.  It  was,  the  member 
for  Slocan^tatedr  a  remarkable  thing 
that  the  smeller  found  It  necessary 
to  import  larger  supplies  of  green 
ore  from  the  American  side  than  It 
had  on  hand  of  the  native  product. 
But  as  an  outcome  of  the  negotia- 
tions the  smelter  agreed  that  the 
mine  owners  should  resume  ship- 
ments on  February  1  and  the  situa- 
tion appeared  satisfactory,  though 
the  smelter  agreed  to  accept  ship- 
ments only  on  a  restricted  sale.  The 
operators  got  ready  to  resume  work. 
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when '  came  i^  bombshell  from  the 
smelter  company  which  completely 
shut  down  work  In  the  mines  with 
one  exception. 

By  a  new  schedule  a  smelting  rate 
and  a  new  basis  of  settlement  for  the 
miners'  product  was  Issued  by  the 
smelter.  These  rates  were  gone  into 
In  detail  by  Mr.  Nelson,  who  declared 
they  were  unjust,  and,  if  continued, 
would  work  a  great  hardship  on  the 
mining  camps  In  the  Slocan.  The 
flnishlng  '•touch,  he  declared,  was 
given  when  the  smelter  refused  to' 
pay  for  the  sliver  contents  of  the 
■ore,  and  to  \  show  what  that  meant 
to  the  miners,  for  the  lead  oijita  in 
that  district  carry  large  percentages 
of  silver,  he  cited  the  case  of  an 
actual  shipment  of  a  carload  of 
thirty-nine  tons  running  at  a  rate  of 
35.5  ounces  per  ton,  valued  at  $686 
in  sliver  for  the  car  lot.  Under  the 
old  schedule  enforced  by  the  sineltcr 
the  shipper  would  have  received  $1,- 
677.41  for  his  shipment;  under  the 
new  he  got  nothing  for  the  silver  and 
$659  for  the  xInc.  or  a  dlfTerercc 
between  the  old  and  new  schedules 
of  $1,018.  which  the  shipper  lost. 
8uch  an  example,  he  claimed.  Indi- 
cated the  paralyzing  nature  of  tho 
new  schedule  enforced  by  the  com- 
pany. To  show  that  the  effect  of 
such  iates  was  far-reaching,  Mr.  Nel- 
son pointed  to  the  fact  that  under 
the  two  per  cent  tax  one  mine  last 
year  paid  Into  the  provincial  treas- 
ury more  than  ({le  whole  district 
appropriation.  If  persisted  In  the 
action  of  tho  Consolidated  Company 
would  throw  hundreds  of  miners  out 
of  employment  "besides  having  a  very 
serious  effect  upon  the  adjacent 
farming  sections,  which  depended 
upon  the  markets  afforded  by  the 
mining  industry. 

Demands  Investlgutlon 
Mr.  Nelson  called  for  a  complete 
investigation  of  the  whole  situation 
through  the  medium  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mines,  suggesting  that  the 
smelter  concern  should  be  asked  for 
a  full  statement  of  its  position  and 
its  arguments  therefor,  such  to  be 
submitted  to  a  metallurgical  expert 
and  action  taken  upon  such  Inquiry 
by  the  province  or  Dominion,  as  may 
seem  flt.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Mining  Federation  at  Spokane.  Mr. 
Nelson  pointed  out.  demand  for  a 
federal  investigation  into  the  smelt- 
ing situation  in  tha^  country  was 
made. 

Mr.  Nelson  pointed  to  the  necessity 
of  an  adjustment  of  assessment 
values  of  land  throughout  the  pro- 
vince to  bring  it  down  to  a  reason- 
able basis  and  eliminate  the  inllated 
values  due  to  the  boom  period,  and 
tn>  made  a  strong  plea  for  a  revision 
of  the  law  respecting  the  granting  of 
local  government  to  small  village 
communities,  declaring  that  existing 
legislation  In  British  Coumbia  along 
that  Une  is  far  behind  the  times  and 
Incapable  of  being  properly  brought 
into   effect. 

A  tribute  to  the  work  of  British 
Columbia's  men  overseas  was"  paid  by 
the  member  for  Slocan.  who  depre- 
cated the  criticisms  of  the  govern- 
ment by  the  opposition,  which,  he 
asserted,  had  not  been  able  to  ad- 
vance one  constructive  Idea  while 
condemning  the  administration  for 
Its  alleged  failure  to  do  anything 
worth  while  for  the  returned  soldiers. 
The  diatribes  of  the  opposition  were 
clearly  uttered  In  the  hope  of  enlist- 
ing the  sympathy  of  the  men. 

It  was  not  good  enough,  Mr.  Nel- 
son olaimed.  that  merely  positions  In 
the  civil  service  or  the  doling  out  of 
land  to  the  returned  men  should  he 
the  extent  of  the  aid  given.  While 
primarily  a  matter  for  the  federal 
government,  undoubtedly  It  Is  the 
duty  of  the  province  to  co-opej-ate  in 
the  great  work.  He  suggested  a 
board  on  which  a  representative  of 
the  government  would  sit  but  which 
would  consist  chiefly  of  returned  men 
entirely  apart  from  government  con- 
trol. All  British  Columbia  men 
should  be  listed  with  their  occupa- 
tions before  the  war.  their  present 
physical  condition,  etc.  The  govern- 
ment agencies  could  be  utilized  In 
dealing  with  the  men  and  placing 
them  In  employment,  but  an  organ- 
ised effort  should  be  made  to  get  the 
men  back  Into  those  employments 
they  held  before  enlisting.  Those 
going  on  the  land  should  not  be  glren 
the  land  but  should  be  assisted.  He 
was  certain  that  but  an  Inflnltesmsl 
proportion  of  the  men  returning  were 
Imbued  with  any  idea  that  because 
they  had  done  their  bit  at  thf  front 
they  did  not  intend  to  engage  In  ase- 
fnl  employment   on   their  return.

We  have  hMurd  from  reliable 
authority  there  la  an  agitation  on 
foot  to  move  the  headauarteni  of 
MlllUry  DiatHct  No.  11  from  Victoria 
to  Vancouyer.  Rumora  to  this  effect 
have  cropped  up  from  time  to  time, 
but  have  alwasre  been  denied.  On  the 
iTreeent  occasion  there  la  every  reaaon 
to  believe  it  la  a  fact  that  steps  are 
belns  taken,  which.  If  not  forestalled, 
will  Ua4  to  the  tranafer  of  the  head* 
quarters.  That  arransementa  to  thla 
effect  have  been  brewing  for  many 
montha  past  there  Is  no  doubt.  When 
the  administration  bulldlno  at  Work 
Point  were  deatroyeO  by  fire  no  at- 
tempt waa  made  to  rebuild  them. 
Instead,  the  MlUtla  Department  rent- 
ed premises  In  the  City  In  the  Bel- 
mont Block.  .  The  offices  there  are 
rented  on  a  monthly  basis,  so  that^^e 
Staff  can  move  elsewhere  at  short' 
notice. 

The  proposal  to  move     the     head- 
quarters to     Vancouver     Is     dictated 
solely  bjr  political  reasons.     The  ques- 
tion of  military  administration     has 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  mat- 
ter.   The  district  can  be  administered 
jost  as  efficiently  and  just  as  econom- 
ically from  Victoria  as  from  Vancou- 
ver.    Btit,  Irrespeotive  of  this  aspect 
of  Mie  situation  it  should  be  pointed 
out  that  the  logical  position  for  the 
headquartera  is,  where  the  naval  base 
on  the  Pacific  court  Is  located.     The 
British  authorities,   through   the  wis- 
dom born  of  lonv  experience,  estab- 
Hsed   their   North   Pacific   naval   base 
at  X<squlmalt,  and  also  a  garrison  at 
the  same  ^  port.     At  the  outbreak   of 
war,  when  the  coaat^  of  British  Col- 
umbia was  threatened  by  the  presence 
'    cf  German  cruisers  in  the  Pacific,  the 
forts  of  Esquimatt  were  fully  manned, 
troops  were  concentrated     here     and 
naval  preparations  made  to  meet  any 
possible  attack.     It  waa  at  the  time 
when   it  was  vital,   the   need   of  the 
central    military   administration    here 
was  demonstrated.  There  Is  no  reaaon 
to   believe   that   the  authorities  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  stratesi- 
cal   conditions   have  Mtered.      Hence, 
any  move  in  contemplation,  has     its 
source  in  political  pressure,  which  has 
been  brought  to  bear  by  those  Inter- 
ested In' securing  an  additional  expen- 
diture of  the  people's  money  in  Van- 
couver. 

We   cannot   believe   for  a   moment 
that  Qaneral   Mewburn,    the  Minister 
of  Mllltla,     will     countenance     such 
P«tty  politics.     It  Is  well  to  point  out. 
as  strongly  as  we  know  how.  that  the 
people,  who  in  the  past  only  exhibit- 
ed a  eartaln     Impatience,     are     now 
growing  exasperated  over  political  in- 
terference In  matters  of  this  kind.     If 
the  trslnafer  of  military  headquarters 
/rom  this  city  to  Vancouver  were     a 
war  measure     and     were     absolutely 
essential  to  promote     more     efficient 
methods  In  the  district,  no  objection 
could  be   raised.     It  is  not     a     ^ar 
measureTtfor  If  it  were  it  was  infin- 
itely  more   necessary   two   years   ago 
when  at  least  three  or  four  times    as 
many  troops  were  undergoing  train- 
ing  in   British   Columbia.      It      never 
could  have  been  a  war  measune  be- 
cause of  the  strategical  position     en- 
joyed by  Eaqulmslt,  and  the  necenity 
of  having  the  military  and  naval  head- 
quarters  loeeted   at   the   same   point. 
We  do  not  believe  for  a  moment  that 
,ttoe  suggestion     for     removal     comes 
from  the  military  authorities  here,  or 
from  anyone     who     knows     anything 
about  military  matters.     It  could  not 
have.    Such  a  conception  as  the  loca- 
tion of  the  military  administration  of 
this   district   on   the   mainland   could 
only  have  originated  in  the  minds  of 
(hose  who  place  politics  above  their 
consideration  for  the  country's  safety. 
The  Qovemment  must  be  told,  and 
without  any  delay,  of  the  attitude  of 
Victoria  on  this  question.     It  Is  time 
for   the   people    to    know    if   political 
Interference  is  to  overweigh   millUry 
consitleratlons  in  the  view  of  the  De- 
parlment   of   Mllltla.     We  have   been 
looking  to   that   department   of    'the 
Qovernraent  to  stamp  out  everything 
savoring  of  poltUcs  in  the  conduct  of 
Ita  administration  and  we  hope  we  shall 
not  look  in  vain.     But,  lest  there     is 
any  tendency— and   we   believe  there 
la  something  more — to  give  in  to  the 
poUUoal       prsaaure       that     Is     being 
brought  to  bear,  ahd  In  doing  so  to 
Motriace    tha    Intoreata    of    this    com- 
raunlty.  It  la  tha  duty  of  the  people 
r€  Vlotooia     to     make     their     voices 
haard.    Thla  la  a  queatlon  that  should 
be  taken  up  by  every  organlaaUon  In 
tha  community.      If   neoaaaary   there 
akeuld  be  a  maaa  meeting  of  protest. 
It  Is  the  duty  of  the  Federal  members 
of  Vlatorla  aii4  Naaaime  to  toll  the 
Dtpartaeat  of  Mllltlsi.   In   plain  and 
daolalve  language,  that  the  people  of 
tlMir  oonatltuanolas  will  not  aubmlt  to 
tMatment  of     thla     character.      The 
t'jne  baa  paaasd  by  when     we     will 
sabi^lt      Umely      to      discrimination, 
wfclch  •  kl  oartain   cases  amonttta     to 
>titdla4  iMUlla     We  look  to  our  mem- 


bera  to  protect  us  against  treatment 
of  the  kladMn  prospect  and  we  hope 
their  action  will  be  spaady.  In  the 
meantime  the  cltlxena  ahotild  place 
thamaelveii  on  record  ,ln  a  man- 
ner which  will  laava  no  doubt 
in  the  minds  of  the  mem)>ers  of  the 
Union  Government  as  to  what  is  our 
attitude  on  the  question  of  removing 
the  headquarters  of  the  MlliUry  Dis- 
trict to  the  mainland. 


S.04M»,eOO  MORE  VOTES. 


By  the  new  Representation  of  the 
People  Act.  which  is  in  foroo  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  approximately  8,- 
000,000  new  votes  have  been  added 
to  the  registrar.  Formerly  the  total 
possible  poll  In  the  British  Isles  was 
8,857,000.  In  future  It  will  be  over 
16,000,000.  Six  million  women  voters 
have  been  added,  and  of  these  6,000,- 
000  are  wives  of  electors.  Youths  of 
19  who  have  served  or  ara  serving 
with  the  Army  or  Navy  in  connection 
with  the  war  are  to  haye  votes.  Sol- 
diers and  sailors  of  the  British  ser- 
vices In  foreign  lands  or  at  sea  will 
vote  by  proxy.  Conscientious  objec- 
tors, '  who  have  refused  all  work  of 
national  Importance,  have  been  dis- 
qualified for  the  period  of  the  war 
and  for  five'years  after  its  conclusion. 
The  number  of  members  of  Parlia- 
ment, at  present  670,  has  been  In- 
creased to  702,  which  represents  one 
for  each  70,000  of  the  population. 
Under  the  new  registrar  general  elec- 
tion coqld  be  held  next  August  but 
not  at  an  earlier  date. 

The  Changes  effected  are  regarded 
all  revolutionary  for  they  radically 
alter  the  qualifications  of  an  elector. 
Six  months'  residence  will  now  give 
the  vote  to  men  of  21.  The  old  sys- 
tem of  constituencies  Is  destroyed  and 
there  ia4o  be  redistribution  through^ 
out  the  country.  Two  considerations 
have  led  to  the  changes.  The  first 
was  the  recognition  that  those  who 
are  fighting  for  the  country  should 
have  the  controlling  voice  In  deciding 
its  destiny,  and  the  other  a  realiza- 
tion of  the  public  desire  to  enfran- 
chise women.  With  Britain,  as  with 
Canada,  It  will  now  be  one  rifle,  one 
vote;  and  while  the  Old  Country  has 
limited  the  women's  franchise  to  those 
above  the  age  of  30  years,  the  changes 
have  been  sweeping  enough  to  war- 
rant trial  before  there  Is  a  further 
extension  of  the  franchise. 

The  next  general  election  In  the 
British  Isles  will  be  followed  with 
the  keenest  Interest,  for  there  are 
said  to  be  reasons  to  suppose  the 
strength  of  the  old  Apolitical  parties 
will  be  seriously  diminished.  Some 
sections  of  the  press  go  so  far  as  to 
predict  the  return  of  a  Labor  ministry 
to  power,  though  an  eventuality  of 
this  kind  would  rest  entirely  on  the 
trend  of  the  soldiers'  vote.  Whatever 
happens  It  is  the  soldiers  and  their 
relatives  who  will  have  the  chief  say 
In  the  political  complexion  of  the 
next  House  of  Commons  at  Westmin- 
ster.

ATUN'S  NEEDS. 


Mr.  F.  H.  Mobley,  the  member  for 
Atlln,  In  speaking  In  the  Debate  on 
the  Address,  took  occasion  to  criticize 
in  courteous  fashion  some  statements 
made  in  these  columns  regarding  the 
needs  of  his  constituency.  In  effect 
what  he  said  was  that  the  Atlln  dis- 
trict is  sufficiently  well  equipped  with 
transportation  facilities  for  the  time 
being,  although  he  hopes  that  at  some 
future  date  the  hnlldlng  of  the  road, 
we  advocated,  would  come  within  the 
realm  of  practical  politics.  We  gather 
that  Mr.  Mobley  Is  satisfied  with  con- 
ditions, whereas  n  considerable  num- 
ber of  his  constituents  are  not.  There 
is  also  a  difference  of  opinion  about 
the  distance  between  Atlln  and  the 
Alaskan  boundary  at  Taku  river.  Tha 
B.C.  Government  map  (1917)  gives 
the  dlsUnce  as  76  miles.  From  the 
end  of  O'Donnell  Road  the  dlatance 
its  about  60  miles,  and  from  the  navi- 
gable watera  at  the  aouth  end  of 
Atlln  Lake  only  about  40  miles.  The 
proposed  route  oj  the  road  we  advo- 
cated has  been  travelled  by  many  re- 
liable men;  Indian  trails  follow  It 
and  the  Atlln  District  Board  of  Trade 
•s  In  possession  of  certain  data  con- 
cerning the  route.  Under- Ihese  cir- 
cumstances, and  even  in  view  of  Mr. 
Mobleys  opposition  to  carrying  out 
the  project  at  the  present  time,  would 
It  not  be  a  wise  measure,  on  the  part 
of  the  Government  to  allow  the  pro- 
posed route  to  be  located?  It  would 
then  be  possible  to  speak  with 
authority  on  the  advisability  of  build- 
ing the  road.  Mr.  Mobley  has  by  no 
neans  established  a  case  againat  Its 
construction.  There  was  a  time  when 
the  population  of  the  Atlln  dtatrict ) 
numbered  several  thousands.  WheTwis 
now  we  doubt  If  it  musters  more  than 
»00  souls.  If.  by  a  mtle  Govern- 
mental attention,  the  outlook  for  the 
district  can  be  brightened,  and  if,  as 
la  claimed.

after  protesting  against  appearing 
against  another  mill  man,  said  that 
he  had  hired  a  man  named  Grant  to 
gather  some  21  logs  afloat  in  Ross 
Bay  and  16  in  Foul  Bay,  which  had 
escaped  from  a  boom  on  February  9 
last.  Being  told  that  such  a  log  as 
those  lost  had  been  (brought  to  the 
Moore  and  Whitttngton  mill  he  went 
there  to  see  it.  but  found  that  It  had 
already  been  sawn  up. 

J,  W.  Ackerman  stated  that  he  had 
a   launch   and   with .  It   retrieved  Am- 
erican  logs  afloat  around   the   coast, 
and   sold    theth    to   the      local      mills. 
Knowing  of  five  such  at  Clover  Point, 
he  went  there  about  February   13   to 
get   them  and   found   that  a  big  new 
cedar  log  had  been  cast  high  and  dry 
ashore.     The   next  day  that  log  was 
in  a  different  position,   with  one  end 
fast.     With  some   local  help   he   suc- 
ceeded   In    floating    the    timber    after 
two  hours'  work.     On  his  way* in  with 
his  find  he  was  stopped  by     a     man 
named  Smith,  afloat  In  a  small  dhlngy 
off  Brotchie  Ledge,  who  told  him  to 
"Take  that  there  log  to  the  Cameron 
Lumber   Company;   turn  it  adrift,   or 
I'll  take  it  from  you."     Smith  took  no 
notice,  but  took  the  log  to  the  Moore 
&   Whlttlngton    mill,   and    asked    per- 
mission  to  leave  it  there     until     he 
could   find   out  if  it  was  going  to  be 
claimed.      He    and    Moore    found      a 
mark  on  It.  when  Mr.  Cameron  plater 
on  suggested  that  the  mark  was  K21 
he. agreed,  but  would  not  swear  to  it, 
as   the   figures   were  ilamaged.      They 
might  very  well  be  K22.     After  see- 
ing Mr.  Cameron  and  being  promised 
salvage  he  went  back  to  the  Moore  & 
Whlttlngton   yard   to     tow     the     log 
around  to  the'    Cameron     Company's 
mill  and  found  to  his  surprise  that  it 
had  been  cut  up  by  the  boom  fore- 
man.    Mr.   Moore  was  also  surprised 
and  said   that  he  would  pay  for  the 
log.      There   had   been    no   suggestion 
as  to  immediate  sale,  it  being  his  in- 
tention   to    first Tbee    If    It    would      be 
claimed  and  salvage  paid  by  the  own- 
er.    He  said  It  was  the  regular  prac- 
tice of  all  the  mills  to  buy  such  logs, 
^      The  Marking  Was  Different. 

William  Moore  said  that  the  log 
was  not  marked  K21.  and  his'  note- 
book was  put  in  as  evidence  to  the 
effect  that  it  was  marked^^22,  Mr. 
D.  O.  Cameron  endorsing  that  entry 
as  having  been  shown  to  him  at  the 
time  the  log  was  brought  in.  It  was 
quite  Inadvertently  that  the  log  had 
been  sawn  up  and  he  had  expressed 
his  willingness  to  pay  for  It. 

In  argument  Mr.  H.  B.  Robertson, 
for  the  defence,  urged  that  It  was  no 
offence  to  take  f.  log  oft  the  beach 
and  that  when  it  took  two  men  two 
hours  to  work  a  log  off  the  beach  it 
surely  could  not  be  described  as 
afloat.  He  also  laid  stress  on  the 
fact  that  the  only  actual  evidence  be- 
fore the  court  as  to  Identity  of  the 
log  was  the  notebook  of  the  accused, 
which  showed  that  K22  was  the  mark, 
and  that  belonged  to  a  man  named 
Milne, 

City  Prosecutor  Harrison  pointed 
out  that  ownership  of  the  log  was 
not  for  the  court  to  consider,  holding 
that  the  only  question  was  as  to 
whether  an  offense  had  been  com- 
mitted under  the  law, 

Mr,  Robertson  quickly  retorted 
that  this  case  was  a  charge  of  re- 
ceiving and  not  of  taking,  and  that 
ownership  was  a  vital  point  in  the 
case. 

Magistrate  Jay  deferfed  giving 
Judgment  antll  today  In  order  that  he 
might  study  the  evidence,  saying  that 
this  case  was  a  trial  and  not  an  en- 
-Ol^ry,  and  he  would  not  give  any 
hasty  decision  on  the  matter. 


A  "gold  brick"  was  the  way  Mr.  W. 
J.  Bowser.  K.C.,  leader  of  the  Opposi- 
tion, dubbed  the  measure  Introduced  by 
Hon.  John  Oliver.  MlnlsUr  of  Agrteul- 
ture.  designed  to  provide  seed -grain  to» 
farmers  of  the  Province,  when  the  bin 
was  under  consideration  In  the  commit- 
tee Btage  in  the  Legislature  yesterday. 
Mr.  Bowser  had  some  pertinent  criti- 
cism of  the  bill  to  offer  and  many  of 
the' points  he  maite  met  will  consider- 
able support  from  members  on  the 
Government  side.  By  the  time  that  the 
cross-fire  of  criticism  was  ended  the 
bill  stood  over,  several  of  its  section* 
..being  due  for  amendment,  while  in 
others  the  propriety  of  amendment  was 
admitted  by  Its  sponsor. 

Mr.   Bowser  first  pointed  to  the  fact 
that    the   bill   provided   that  no   farmer 
oould   borrow   unless   he   had   the   regis- 
tered title,    which   meant   that   the  jgf- 
emptor  or  a  purchaser  under  agreement 
for  sale  were  precluded  from  taking  ad- 
vantage of  the  provisions  of   the  mea- 
sure,    A  farmer  might  have  title  to  bis 
160  acres  and  have  pre-empted  adjoin- 
ing lands  which  he  desired  to  cultivate, 
ibut  as  he  did  not  have  title  for  the  lat- 
ter he  could  not.  if  he  could  not  secure 
seed  grain,  do  his  bit  In  increasing  pro- 
ductlonJ-    The   minister   might   say   that 
he  could  not  get  the  proper  security  for 
the    advance    If   the   applicants   did    not 
have  a  registered     title.    \\xt.     he   (Mr. 
Bowser)    recaUed  that  the  late  Govern- 
ment  had    not    found   any   difficulty    In 
securing    repayment    of    advances.         It 
merely    took    the      fao-mer's      note     and 
through  the  Government  agent  kept  its 
eye   on   the   farmer,    and   when   the   lat- 
ter's  crop  was  sold  the  agent  collected 
the  amount  du«.    *uch  a  system  worked^ 
out   well.      The   Government     must      be 
ready     to    admit    the    honesty    of     the 
farmer  and  not  base  Its  legislation,  as 
in    this    particular    Instance,    upon    th* 
theory  of  his  dishonesty.

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Minister  may  make  advances  from  Con- 
solidated Revenue  Fund  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  $20/000  at  any  one  time 
was  Indefinite,  Mr.  Bowser  said.  Pre- 
sumably as  many  $20.000s  as  required 
could  be  advanced.  Then,  too.  the  pro- 
vision that  the  promissory  notes  to 
be  taken  from  the  farmers  for  ad- 
vances made  should  fall  due  on  Decem- 
ber 21  followW  the  date  of  the  sale  of 
seed  grain  to  the  farmer  might  worK 
hardship  on  him.  especially  in  the  large 
grain  producing  country  at  the  IVack  of 
Kamloops,  where  the  farmers  do  not 
move  their  crops  until  the  snow  comes, 
and  often  snow  Is  not  had  until  after 
the   New    Year. 

But  It  war  to;/sectlon  7.  providing  for 
the  registration  by  'the  Minister  as  a 
flrst'charge  against  the  land,  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  farmer's  Indefttedness  to  the 
P|-ovlnce.  that  Mr.  Bowser  chiefly  ob- 
jected. It  was  going  a  long  way,  he 
declared,  to  sf  y  to  the  absentee  mort- 
lage*.  especially  under  present  war 
conditions  when  the  mortgagee  Is  al- 
lowing his  Interest  arrears  to  accumu- 
late, that  his  charge  should  be  made 
subject  to  the  Government's  claim.  It 
was  a  species  of  repudiation  of  the 
contract  under  which  the  mortgagee  ad- 
vanced money,  which,  in  all  likelihood. 
was  used  in  the  development  of  the  land 
for  which  fhe  Government  was  asked  to 
make  an  advance  for  seed  grain.  Then, 
too.  the  bin  gave  the  Minister  the  right 
to  institute  action  under  the  note  at 
any  time.  to.  in  his  discretion  and  with- 
out notice,  declare  the  note  immediate- 
ly payable,  and  enter  on  the  land  cov- 
ered by  the  charge  and  seise  and  sell 
the  grain  In  satisfaction  of  the  note  and 
Interest  thereon.  Such  a  provision 
virtually  made  the  Minister  a  bailiff. 
"I  would  like  some  of  those  gentlemen 
on  the  other  side  who  are  always  pro- 
testing their  Independence  to  say  what

^^txt  Mr.  Bowser  admitted  that  per- 
haps it  would  be  well  to  wait  until  the 
debate  on  the  Address  in  reply  to  the 
Speech  from  the  Throne  Was  ended  be- 
fore deciding  that  question.

Demands   Security.  •-•. 

In  the  course  of  consideration  of 
the  toll!  In  committee,  Hon.  Mr. 
Oliver  stated  it  was  expected  the 
greater  portion  of  the  seed  grain  sup- 
plied would  be  paid,  for  in  cash.  JBe 
asserted  the  records  of  the  past 
showed  that  all  farmers  had  not  paid 
lor  advances  secured,  and  he  pointed 
to  the  fact  that  even  farmers  with 
the  cash  micht  Aot  be  able  to  get 
seed  except  through  the  agency  of  the 
Oovernment.  It  was  perfectly  busi- 
nesslike that  the  Oovernment  should 
take  .idequate  security  for  advances. 
A  few  years  ago  the  then  Oovern- 
ment had  made  advances  for  seed 
grain  to  farmers  of  the  Bella  Coola 
section,  and  letters  on  Die  in  the  de- 
partment stated  that  the  then  Min- 
ister of  Agriculture,  when  the  farm- 
ers' notes  were  taken,  told  them  they 
would  not  be  expected  to  pay. 

"Unfortunately,  my  friend  Is  not 
fair  enough  to  state  that  he  knows 
the  former  Minister  of  Agriculture 
absolutely  denies  that  he  made  any

Wm  HOMESIEAD  ACT 


Are  Included  Among  Those 
Called  to  Colors  Who  May 
Take  Advantage  of  Allot- 
ment Plan, 


To  better  define  thoae  jnen  with  the 
colore,  who  come  within  the  provlatons 
of  the  Soldiers'  Homeatea4  Act  paeeed 
In  1914  and  repealed  laat  yAar.  but  un> 
der  which  letter  repeal  measure  en  ex- 
tenalon  was  granted  until  December  31 
of  thle  year  within  wMcM  holder*  of 
Crown  landA-who  are  In  arrears  in  pay- 
ment  may  make  application  for  an  al- 
lotment of  auch  holding*  to  the  amount 
of  payments  already  made.  Hon.  T.  D. 
Pattullo  has  Introduced  an  amendmeni 
to  the  Legislature.  The  amending  bill 
was  given  Its  first  reading  yesterday. 
It  provided  (hat  the  term  "volunteer  or 
rcBervlet,"  as  used  In  the  act  of  last 
year  shall  Include  any  person  who,-w(nce 
August  4,  1914,  Joins  the  forces  of  the 
Bmpire  or  Allies  and  has  been  engaged 
on  active  vervlce  either  at  home  or 
abroad,  and  also  any  person  drafted  to 
service  in  any  capacity  whatever.  By 
this  amendment  thoae  men  called  out 
under  the  draft  will  secure  advantage 
of  the  act. 

Another  new  ^measure.  Introduced  by 
Hon.  Dr.  King,  Minister  of  Public 
Works,  to  amend  the  "Dyking  Assess- 
ments  Adjustment  Act,  1906,"  provides 
for  the  appointment  of  an  Inspector  of 
dykes,  who  shell  have  charge  of  oper- 
ation, mainteneooe,  and  repair  of  dyk- 
ing works  in  districtv  other  than  the 
Sumas  district.  Other  sections  deal 
with  assessments  to  be  levied  under  the 
act.  The  'bill  wa«  also  given  Its  first 
reading.  « 

Hon.  John  Oliver  Introduced  a  bill  to 
amend  the  Sheep  Protection  Act  passed 
last  year  and  designed  to  preteot  sheep 
from  the  depredations  of  dogs  by  the 
formation  of  protection  districts,  with- 
in the  limits  of  which  all  dogs  must  be 
licensed  and  unlicensed  animals  may  be 
shot  on  Bight.  The  emending  bHl  pro- 
vides that  the  terms  of  the  act  shell 
be  extended  to  goats  a«  well  as  sheep. 

Hon.  Jokn  Oliver  tabled  the  full  text 
of  the  agreement  entered  into  between 
the  Oovernm|nt  and  the  P.O.E.  Rail- 
way Contpany  respecting  the  settlement 
recently  arrived  at.  whereunder  the 
Province  takes  over  the  entire  road  and 
assets  and  in  addition,  the  company 
agrees  to  pay  9BOO,00«  cash,  |t60,00«  in 
four  months'  tlme»  and  a  further  aum 
of  $360,000  subject  to  the  option  set  out 
covering  the  townslte  lands  of  the  P.  • 
G.  E.  Development  Company.  Shortly 
there  wUl  be  brought  down  In  the  IjOg- 
Islature  legislation  to  give  full  effect 
to  the  above  settlement  and  provide  for 
the  future  disposition  of  the  roed  as 
Government  property. 

A  letter  from  Lady  McBride  acknowl- 
edging receipt  of  the  resolution  of  con- 
dolences o^  the  Legislature  on  the  death 
of  the  late  Sir  Richard  McBride  wa« 
read  by  the  clerk  of  the  House.

FROM  HAWAII  FRUIT 

VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  Feb.  28.— Do- 
minion Fruit  Inspeotor  Lyne  has  been 
notified  by.  the  department  at  Ottawa 
that  the  embargo  which  has  been  In 
force  for  some  time  prohibiting  the 
importation  of  pineapples  and  ban- 
anas Into  Canada  from  the  Hawaiian 
Islands  has  been  removed  for  tlM 
time  being,  owlnc  to  the  precaution- 
ary measures  adopted  by  the  U.  S. 
Department'  of  AsrlcuUure  In  super- 
vising and  carefully  Inspecting  the 
packing  of  all  shipments  before  leav- 
ing the  Islands,  and  that  in  future 
pineapples  and  bananas  may  be  Im- 
ported, provided  each  shipment  Is  ac- 
companied by  a  oertifloat*  from  the 
U.  8.  Department  of  A«rlcaltare  stat- 
ing that  the  fruit  is  free  from  In- 
festation by  tbe  Mediterranean  fralt 
fly  and  that  the  besea  aad  cratetiare 
marked  with  the  nam*  and  aadress 
ct  the  consignors  and  ootwlgaaea. 

In  the  event  of  Infestation  of  tho 
fly  or  Injnrlona  peots  of  economic 
Importanoo  being  In,  evidence  upon 
tho  arrival  ot  such  shipments,  tboy 
would  bo  coodemnod  and  either  Im- 
medUltely  exported  out  of  the  conn- 
try  or  destrojrod.

Important  leglalatlon  affectlDS  ea- 
peclally  the  Intereits  of  the  working 
clawes  will  be  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  leglnlature  shortly  by  Mr. 
J.  H.  Hawthornthwaite,  member  for 
Newcastle.  One  bill  he  will  aubmlt 
will  ci^l  for  the  eatabllehment  of  a 
general  eight-hour  da^  for  aU  w.Qr^- 
ers.  The  government  now  haa  In 
course  of  preparation  a  bill  provid- 
ing for  the  eight-hour  day  In  the 
mining  Industry,  but  the  Newcastle 
member's  measure  applies  to  all, 
workers  throughout  the  province,  not 
alone  to  organised  labor  but  to  every 
class  employed. 

The  limitation  to  the  constltatlonal 
rights  of  the  workers  by  the  present 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act  Mr. 
Hawthornthwaite  will  seek  to  have 
removed  by  a  bHl  providing  that 
there  shall  be  a  right  of  appeal 
against  the  decisions  of  the  board  to 
the  supreme  court.  At  present  the 
Compensation  Ac|  makes  the  decis- 
ions of  the  board  Ctial  and  there  U 
no  appeal  therefrom.

It  was 
advised  that  steps  be  Uken  to  trans- 
fer from  the  Province  such  levies  as 
the  following:  Income  tax,  amuso- 
ment  tax,  motor  llosnss  fse,  insur- 
ance company  taxes  and  regUtratlon 
tStm  covering  property  within  the 
municipality. 

It  is  understood  that  Mayor  Gale, 
of  Vancouver,  and  the  heads  of  other 
British  Columbia  dric  adminkitra- 
tlons,  are  also  alive  to  the  opportun- 
ity the  cities  have  to  swell  their  In- 
come by  this  means,  and  a  oonfsr- 
•noe  Is  planned  to  Uke  place  within 
the  next  two  weeks.  A  large  delega- 
tion will  then  interview  the  Provincial 
Cabinet  and  ask  that  the  needed 
amendments  be  authorised.

SUBJECT  f  LECTURE 


Dr.  J.  S.  Plaskett  Gives  Enter- 
taining and  Instructive  Talk 
to  Big  Audience  at  Higfi 
School,* 


A  luoture  of  unusual  Interact  and 
of  a  moat  Inatructlva  charaotar  waa 
Vlven  under  the  auapleaa  of  the  Vic- 
toria Teachers'  AMOolatlon  at  the 
Hlvh  Bohool  last  eveninc,  when  Dr. 
J.  8.  Plaakett.  who  la  In  cbanre  ot 
the  Dominion  Aatro-Ph3rsical  Ob- 
■orvatory  at  Saanich,  save  an  addreaa 
on  "The  Fixed  Btora."  Ula  preeenU- 
tion  of  the  aubjeot  waa  wonderfully 
lucid,  and  it  waa  with  the  oloaeat 
attention  and  Interest  that  his  hear- 
ers followed  'him  in  the  story./  At 
Its  cenelusion  he  was  very  heartily 
applaude^  and  accorded  a  warm  vote 
of  thanks  and  uppruslatlon  by  Mr. 
llmlth.  principal  of  the  Hlsh  School, 
seconded  by  Miss  Lawson.  principal 
of  Kinston  street  school,  who  spoke 
on  behalf  of  the  association.  Mr.  J. 
A.  Cunhincham,  president  of  the  or- 
ganisation, was  In  the  chair,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  evening  expressed  the 
hope  that  it  waa  not  the  last  time 
that  they  would  have  the  pleasure  of 
listening  to  the  distlnvuished-  Astron- 
>mer, 

"^  "Tbe  Fixed  Stus" 
In  oommenctnv  his  lecture  Dr. 
Plaskett  stated  that  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  few  planets  to  be  seen 
in  the  heavens  Che  ^rlcht  bodies 
visible  in  the  sky  were  fixed  stars. 
Ho  spoke  of  them  according  to  their 
constitution  and  arrangement,  ex- 
plaining further  that  there  were  only 
about  t.OOO  stars  visible  to  the  naked 
eye  at  any  one  time  in  the  hemi- 
sphere, a  number  which,  however, 
would  be  multiplied  fifty  or  sixty 
times  with  a  two-inch  telescope, 
while  BO  to  60  millions  would  be  vis- 
ible through  the  binest  telescope. 

He  spoke  of  the  advantages  of  the 

photosraphlo  plate  in   "building  up" 

the  effect  of  a  star's  'lUrht,  and  thus 

often  "dlscoverlns"  Its  Imaffe  In  the 

^  heavens. 

People  sometimes  said:  "If  we  had 
telescopes   twice   as   large,    could    we 


bright  aa  a  first  magnitude  star. 

Dr.  Plaskett  next  spoke  of  the  ab- 
solute brightness  of  stars. 

"Our  sun  Is  a  star  of  wonderful 
absolute  brightness,"  he  added.  "If 
the  sun  were  removed  33  light  years 


we  would  just  barely  be  able  to  see 
it.  Some  stars  are  only  a  thousandth 
aa  bright  as  the  sun;  others  are  up 
to  ten  thousand  times  brighter.  Arc- 
turus  is  enormously  brighter  than 
our  sun."  he  added. 

In  the  matter  of  the  mass  stars 
did  not  vary  so  much  as  in  bright- 
ness, ranging  only  from  one-tenth  of 
the  sun's  mass  to  ten  times  the  sun's 
mass.  But  in  density  there  was 
greater  variation,  ranging  from  one 
ten-thousandth  that  of  the  sun  to 
something  denser  th^n  the  sun. 
A  Misnomer' 
"The  term  'fixed  star'  Is  a  mis- 
nomer," stated  the  lecturer.  Rela- 
tively however  owing  to  their  enor- 
mous d^itances  they  were  fixed.  Their 
motions  he  defined  as  transverse  and 
radial,  the  former  requiring  very  ac- 
curate instruments,  while  the  latter 
was  measured  by  the  si>ectroscope. 
the  wonderful  invention  brought  out* 
during  the  last  few  years. 

The  velocity  of  the  stars  was  de- 
termined with  respect  to  the  solar 
system,  not  by  the  earth.  The  spiral 
nebulae  had  velocities  up  to  seven 
or  eight  hundred  miles  a  second. 
Son's  March 
"The  sun  is  moving  toward  the 
constellation  Hercules  at  the  rate  of 
about  twelve  and  a  half  miles  a  sec- 
ond." said  Dr.  Plaskett.  He  explain- 
ed that  stars  had  a  preference  for 
motion.  There  were  twe  streams  of 
systems  moving  in  two  directions. 
This  "two-stream"  theory  was  only 
a  recent  development  The  "dipper" 
stream  was  discovered  about  40  years 
ago;  a  mvre  recent  discovery  was 
the  "Taurus"  cluster. 

Ck>nstltutton  of  Stan 
In  connection  with  his  references 
to  the  constitution  of  the  stars.  Dr. 
Plaskett  showed  a  number  of  very 
fine  slides,  photographs  of  the  Lick 
observatory  and  instruments:  the 
Terkes  observatory  in  connection 
with  the  University  of  Chicago.  He 
mentioned  that  the  dome  of  this  ob- 
servatory was  90  feet  in  diameter, 
that  at  Observatory  Hill  being  only 
66  feet,  because  a-  refractory  tele- 
scope has  a  longer  tube  than  a  fe- 
fiector  and  requires  a  larger  dome. 

The  Mt  Wilson  solar  observatory 
waa  well  illustrated  by  photographs. 
Here  they  had  done  some  splendid 
work  alont  observation  lines,  having

Mr.  Kinney  la  one  of  the  very 
few  who  has  made  the  ascent  of  Mount 
Robson.  the  highest  point  in  tbe  Cana- 
dian Rockies,  and  which  was  the  ob*^ 
Jeotive  of  the  Alpine  Club  of  Canada  at 
one  of  Us  annual,  camps  four  or  five 
years  ago.  Hl«  splendid  views  of  Mount 
Robson  and  the  Canadian  Rockies,  it 
Is  understood,  are  to  l>e  placed  as  a 
permanent  illuminated  exhibit  in  the 
Geog^phlcal  Society's  rooms,  London. 
England. 

A  recent  photograph  received  here 
from  Mr.  Kinney  waa  of  great  Interest, 
as  it  showed  him  in  charge  of  four 
German  prisoners  and  Just  at  a  moment 
when  he  had  rushed  to  the  asBlstance 
of  some  ambulance  men  who  were  con- 
veying a  number  of  wounded  to  the 
rear.

The  maximum  number  of  cases  of 
measles  at  the  Willows  camp  reached 
to  date  is  forty-two,  some  new  cases 
having  been  reported  during  the  last 
forty-eight  hours.  As  the  period  during 
which  quarantine  restrictions  prevail 
dates  fourteen  days  from  the  reporting 
of  the  last  case.  It  means  that  the  Wil- 
lows camp  will  be  cut  off  from  ordin- 
ary communication  with  the  outside 
world  for  at  least  a  further  fortnight. 

Every  means  has  been  taken  to  pre- 
vent the  long  isolation  from  working 
too  great  a  hardship  on  the  men,  and 
there  have  been  Introdoced  competi- 
tions, sports,  games  and  exercises, 
which  are  devised  with  a  view  to 
breaking  the  monotony  of  camp  life  in 
such  narrowed  conditions  as  are  en- 
forced by  the  quarantine.

It  would 
take  SB*  yean  for  the  light  of  the 
average  sixth  magnitude  star  to 
reach  the  earth.  The  meet  distant 
visible  clusters  were  about  300,000 
light  years  away.  The  lecturer  went 
on  tp  explain  how  they  measured 
these  distances.  Most  of  them  were 
too  far  away  for  exact  measurement, 
but  -the  process  was  th<s  sfmple  one 

'of  triangulatlon.  familiar  to  survey- 
ors, the  measurements  taking  place 
at  different  times  and  after  knowing 
the  distance  travelled  in  that  period 
by  the  earth,  which  distance  would 
be  used  as  a  base  line  for  the  ob- 
ijervatlon. 

These  oba^rvatlons  had  been  car- 
ried to  a  very  flne  pitch,  to  about 
one  one-handredth  of  a  second  ot 
an  arc.  This  process  was  used  for 
the  nearer  star  observations.  Other 
methods,  the  trigonometrical  and  the 
speetraaeopic.  wera  employed  for 
flndtag  the  distanoes  of  stars  or  the 
Ntajtlatloal  method  for  determinlnff 
the  distances  of  ffroupa  of  stars. 


both  reflectors. 

A  very  nice  group  of  slides  Inti-o- 
duced  the  Astro-Physical  observatory 
at  Saanich  (which  is  in  charge  of 
Dr.  Plaskett)  to  %any  of  the  auill- 
ence  who  had  never  visited  the  place. 
Incidentally  the  ieoturer  remarked 
that  a  very  important'  part  of  the 
work  there  would  be  in  connection 
with    the   spectroscope. 

"The  constitution  of  all  the  stars 
is  believed  to  be  practically  identi- 
cal." noted  the  speaker." 

He  said  something  about  the  gen- 
erally accepted  theory  of  the  forma- 
tion of  the  stars.  The  particles  of 
the  stars  condensing  increased  the 
temperature  ot  the  mass,  the  more 
the  gas  condensed  the  hotter  the 
mass  became.  The  temperatures  of 
the  stars  ranged  from  about  8,000  de- 
grees Fahrenheit  to  40.000  degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

Arrangement 

A  slide  showing  a  portion  of  the 
Milky  Way  gave  some  idea  of  the 
density  of  the  system,  yet  revealed 
a  curious  phenomenon,  an  absolute 
blank  devoid  of  stars,  explained  by 
astronomers  as  ttetng  due  to  what 
they  characterised  "dark  nebulae." 

One  of  the  photographs  was  of  the 
Arion  nebulae,  considered  one  of  the 
loveliest  in  the  heavena  Further 
wonderful  slides  of  ^  nebulae  were 
shown,  all  made  from  photographs 
taken  with  the  60-ineh  Mt.  Wilson 
teleocope.  The  Andromeda  nebula, 
which  was  shown,  was  known  to  be 
approaching  the  earth  at  great 
speed. 

"But  you  need  not  be  afraid  of  it 
hitting  you."  said  Dr.  Plaaket.  with 
reaasurlng  humor.

In  this 
matter  the  British  Columbian  has  (^com- 
pete against  the  American  buyer,  wlR  will 
go  t«  quite  extraordinary  llmlta  In  the 
matter  of  price.  Thia  is  particularly  the 
case  with  State  and  Historical  libraries 
having  collections  of  Northwest  Ameri- 
cana. Although  Britlah  Columbia  wouM 
seem  to  be  out  with  their  field,  these 
Western  Inatltutlona  devote  much  time  and 
money  to  the  acquisition  of  books,  pamph- 
lets, maps,  etc.,  relatinr  to  It.

"The  Lord's  Day  Act  is  a  part  of 
the  Criminal  Code  of  Caiwda  aad  it 
would  be  absurd,  as  soma  wcrthles  la 
this  town  have  suggested,  that  it 
should  be  submitted  to  a  referendum 
to  determine  whether  it  ahoulJ  be  en< 
forced  or  not."  declared  Dr.  Heustls^ 
eecrotary  of  ths  Lord'a  Day  Alllanos 
for  Alberta  and  British  ColumblJi, 
when  speaking  at  the  annual  mesttnc 
of  the  locad  branch  In  First  Prssby- 
tsiian  Church  laat  evening. 

The  Lord'a  Day  Act  was  wouglit 
into  existencs.  said  the  Doctoi,  not  to 
take  away  the  freedom  and  liberty  of 
Individuals,  but  to  give  freedom  to 
everyone  and  allow  him  or  her  to  fore- 
go work  for  one  day  in  the  week  and 
apend  it  in  whatever  manner  be  or 
•he  fancied,  provided,  howsrsr,  that 
that  manner  of  spending  it  did  not 
neceaaitate  another  working.  It  mst- 
tered  little,  aa  far  aa  the  enforcement 
of  the  act  waa  concerned,  whether  ths 
citlaens  apent  the  Sabbath  lo  bed.  in 
church.  In  the  woods  or  motor  driving. 
There  desire  was  to  give  every  dtlssn 
the  chance  to  apend  It  aa  he  dealre^. 
If  tha  automobillst  ran  short  of  gaso- 
line while  out  motortng  hs  saw  no 
reason  why  he  could  not  havs  his  tiuik 
refllled.  The  Doctor  pointed  oot  that 
under  the  'Act  thia  was  an  offence 
against  the  law.  but  he  did  cot  think 
any  magistrate  In  the  country  would 
conviot  on  a  thing  like  that,  which 
was  more  of  a  tschalcallty  than  any 
thing  else.  The  law  did  not  rsoog- 
nlse  the  sanctity  of  ths  Lord'a  Day. 
but  regarded  it  only  as  a  day  on 
which  everyone  is  perralttsd  aa  op- 
portunity to  rest — by  "^mtt"  msantajr 
refraining  from  profoaaional  work. 

"The  fourth  commandment,  after 
which  the  Lord's  Day  Act  wa«  molded, 
which  set  aalds  vrery  ssventfa  dar  as 
a  day  of  rsst,  was  not  a  law  that  was 
nukde.  It  is  lmp«Mslble  to  mafco  a 
true  law— It  is  oaly  poasible  to  dis- 
cover one.  Ths  fyanch  s«t  asMs 
arrsry  tantli  day  aa  a  day  of  rssC  Tsa 
know  ths  eonsoqusaess.  Ths 
ft  ths  end  of  a  ahort  tins 
rorgs  of  collapss  aad  ths  . 
forosd  to  rsvsit  to  thsfr  original 
day  e(  oim  ta  ssvsn.  Ths  Frvaeh  law 
waa  a  iBMkds  law.  Tho  law  of  ths 
fonrth  nntisaflamit  is  a  dlscavsrsd 
Ikw,*

"•I  point  out  to  theee  people,  said 
Dr.  Hsustls,  "that  thsrs  are  «»««f«n* 
trafllo  regulations  In  force  in  Britlsn 
Columhia  and  Alberta.  In  this  pro- 
vince your  vehioles  pass  on  ths  left, 
while  there  they  psss  on  ths  right. 
It  would  cauae  indeacrlbable  confU; 
sion  if  everyone  were  allowed  to 
chooae  hla  own  aide  to  pass  on.  but 
it  would  be  Juat  aa  logical  to  do  so 
aa  it  would  be  to  allow  svsryone  to 
choose  his  own  day  of  rest.  Certain 
laws  are  neosssary  in  both  cases." 

Referring  to  Sunday  band  concerts, 
hs  said  he  undsrstood  that  ths  bands- 
men wore  forosd  to  priwjtioe  every 
Sabbath  morning,  and  as  they  were 
playing  in  the  evening  they  were  de- 
nied the  opportunity  of  going  to 
church.  The  conosrts  Intsrtsrsd  with 
the  services  of  the  churches  and  he 
thought  ths  latUr  should  have  fuU 
right  of  way  on  ths  Lord's  Dar  to 
"pursue  their  unselUsh  actiritlss  and 
work,** 

"What  ars  ws  going  to  do  about 
the  Colonlat"  waa  the  question  pro- 
pounded by  Ooorgs  Bell,  M.  P.  P.. 
who  addressed  the  assembly  for  a 
few  minutssT"  If  It  is  a  matter  of 
kssping  ths  town  open  on  Sunday 
In  order  that  we  mi<bt  have  the  Col- 
onist, then  I  am  t^rtalnly  not  In 
favor  of  it.  It  la  a  Uckllah  point,  but 
I  think  a  Httls  common  aense  on  the 
part  of  ths  Attomey-Oeneral's  De- 
partment and  the  Police  Commlsalon- 
ers  would  please  ths  Lord  ss  well  as 
everyone  elae  In  so  far  as  the  Colo- 
nist is  eonoomed.  The  Lord's  Day 
Act  leU  othier  newspapers  break  ths 
84kbbath  in  order  that  a  Monday 
morning  paper  mighl  bs  got  out,  and 
I  personally  can't  ass  ths  difference 
between  a  Monday  morning  paper 
and  a  Sunday  morning  paper  as  far 
an  work  on  Sunday  la  concerned.  I 
will  confeas  that  I  am  not  ao  aqusam- 
Ish  that  I  don't  like  my  Sunday  Col- 
onist with  the  best  of  them.  I 
draw  the  line,  however,  at  the 
sale  of  Sunday  magazlnea 

and  papers  on  ths  news  standa. 
Allow  Sunday  papers  to  hs  sold  In 
houls  so  that  travslers  will  not  h« 
inconvenienosd,  bat  insist  that  thsy 
bo  aold  at  ths  dssk  and  not  at  ths 
cigar  stand." 

Mr.  H.  a.  Howell,  the  rstlrtng 
prestdsnt  oC  ths  local  branch  of  ths 
organisattoa.  gavs  rsp«rt  of  his  stew- 
ardship duriag  the  last  twehrs  moaths.
